A  Supplement  to  an  Ordinance  entitled  '^An  Ordinance  relating  to 
the  Public  Schools" — approved  March  27,  1845. 

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  ruhVic 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  twenty  persons,  to  be  called  '''^°o°mmir°* 
the  board  of  commissioners  of  public  schools,  shall  be  appoin-  sioners  to  be 
ted  by  the  two  branches  of  the  City  Council,  in  convention  appointed,  and 
assembled,  in  the  month  of  January,  in  each  and  every  year, —  n"er^       ^^^' 
one  commissioner  to   be  selected   from    each  of  the   several 
wards  of  the  city, — and  said  commissioners  shall  continue  in 
office  for  one  year,  and  from  the  end  of  that  time  until  a  new 
board  shall  have  been  appointed;  provided,  that  if  any  com- 
missioner   shall   remove  from   the  ward   for    w^hich    he    was 
appointed,  before  the  expiration  of  the  year,  then  his  place  in 
the  board  shall  be  vacant,  and  said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  section  4,  of  ordinance  No.  12, 
to  which  this  is  a  supplement. 

Sec.  2.  Jind  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  so  much  of 
the  first  section  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement, 
as  is  inconsistent  with  this  ordinance,  be  and  tjie  same  hereby 
is  repealed.

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  further 
cord.  be  the  duty  of  the  several  vaccine  physicians  to  keep  a  record 

of  the  names,  age,  and  residence  of  all  whom  they  may  vac- 
cinate, and  report  the  same  w^eekly  to  the  board  of  health,  and 
to  preserve  at  all  times  during  their  term  of  oflice,  all  the  pure 
vaccine  virus  which  may  come  into  their  possession,  and  de- 
posit it  at  the  health  office  once  a  week,  carefully  enveloped 
and  marked  with  the  date  at  which  it  was  taken  from  the  arm. 
Sec.   3.   Be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  said  physicians 
health  war-      shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,   and  shall  act  as  health  war- 
dens, dens  for  their  respective  wards,  and  they  shall  severally  re- 
ceive the  sum   of  fifty  dollars  per  annum,  in  quarterly  pay- 
ments, after  having  faithfully  performed   the  service  required. 
Dispensaries         Sec.  4.    Be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  it  shall  be  the  du- 
to  keep  supply  ty  of  the  oflficers  of  such  dispensaries  as  receive  monies  from 
of  vaccine  vi- ^j^^  Mayor  and   City   Council,  to  preserve  at  all  times  a  full 
supply  of  vaccine  virus,  and  that  satisfactory  evidence  of  a 
■  compliance  with  the  terms  of  this  ordinance^  shall  he  neces- 
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sary  to  entitle  such  dispensaries  to  the  several  appropriations 
made  for  their  use. 

Sec.  5.  Jind  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  all  cases  To  repeat  vac- 
where  the  trial  of  vaccination  fails,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ^^"^  ^"' 
vaccinating  physicians  to  repeat  the  operation  until  they  are 
satisfied   that  the  subjects  will  not  receive  the  vaccine  virus. 

Sec.  6.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  ordinances  or 
resolutions  heretofore  passed  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the 
above  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

teen, and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  commissioners,  and 
that  henceforth  the  said  street  so  opened  shall  be  known  and 
designated  as  Hoffman  street.

shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Register,  for  the  use  of  the  city, 

the  sum  of  five  dollars — which  sum  shall  be  collected  as  other 

fines  and  forfeitures  are. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  any  ordi- 
nance heretofore  passed,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  closing  of  a  part  of  Scott  street,  and  for 
opening  a  part  of  the  same  street,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Whereas^  John  Sykes  and  others  have  made  application  for  Scott  street, 
the  closing  of  the  whole  of  Scott  street,  between  Pratt  and 
Hollins  streets,  or  if  that  should  not  be  agreeable  to  the 
Council,  for  the  closing  of  that  part  of  said  street  that  lies  be- 
tween the  north  side  of  Lombard  street  and  the  south  side  of 
Hollins  street,  and  for  the  opening  of  that  part  of  said  street 
that  lies  between  the  north  side  oF  Pratt  street  and  the  south 
side  of  Lombard  street,  and  have  caused  sixty  days  notice  of 
such  application  to  be  published  in  two  of  the  daily  newspa- 
pers, in  the  city  of  Baltimore, — therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  M^yjr  an  of  Closing  a  part. 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  all  that  part  of  Scott  street 
lying  between  the  north  side  of  Lombard  street  and  the  south 
side  of  Hollins  street,  as  desisrnated  on  the  plat  returned  by 
the  commissioners  under  the  act^of  Assembly  of  1S17,  ch.  148, 
and  known  by  the  name  of  Poppletons's  plat,  and  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  city  commissioners,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
forever  closed  and  made  exempt  from  the  operation  of  the 
sixteenth  section  of  said  act ;  and  that  the  owners  of  the 
ground  lying  within  the  said  part  of  Scott  street  thus  closed.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Subjects  of 
City  Council  of  Baltimore^  That  all  real  and  personal  property  taxation. 
in  this  city;  all  chatties,  real  and  personal;  all  goods,  wares 
and  merchandizes,  and  other  stock  in  trade,  at  home,  or  not 
permanently  located  elsewhere ;  the  interest  or  proportion  in 
all  ships  and  other  vessels,  whether  in  or  out  of  port,  owned 
by  person  or  persons  residents  of  this  city  ;  all  debts  secured 
by,  or  due  on  judgment,  decree,  mortgage,  bond,  bill  of  ex- 
change, promissory  note  from  solvent  debtors,  (except  debts 
due  for  goods  sold  and  delivered  after  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  and  bank  notes;)  all  stocks  or  shares  ow^ned  by 
residents  of  this  city,  in  any  bank,  institution  or  company, 
incorporated  in  any  other  State  or  territory  ;  all  debts  due  to 
residents  of  this  city,  by  solvent  debtors  residing  out  of  the 
State  ot  Maryland,  except  debts  due  for  goods  sold  and 
delivered  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  ;  all  investments 
in  securities  or  stocks  of  other  States,  made  or  held  by  res- 
idents of  this  city  ;  all  public  loans  and  stocks  whatsoever,

of  the  producer,  or  his,  her  or  their  agent,  provisions  for  the 
use  and  consumption  of  the  person  to  whom  the  same  shall 
belong,  and  his  or  her  family,  plantation  utensils  in  use,  the 
working  tools  of  mechanics  and  manufacturers,  moved  or 
worked  by  hand,  and  the  produce  of  their  respective  occupa- 
tions, whilst  in  their  possession,  or  the  possession  of  their 
agents,  wearing  apparel,  fish  at  the  time  fishermen  may  be 
employed  in  catching,  salting  and  packing  the  same,  or  while

tion, properly  attested  by  the  justice  or  other  person  before 
whom  the  same  shall  have  been  taken,  ehall  be  filed  by  the 
assessor  or  member  of  the  board  of  control  and  review,  as  the 
case  may  be,  with  the  Register  of  said  city. 
Circulars.  Sec.  7.  ^7id  be  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  board  of  control  and  review  to  cause 
circulars  to  be  printed  in  which  shall  be  set  down  in  appro- 
priate columns,  the  several  kinds  of  property  liable  to  taxation 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  which  circulars  shall 
be  addressed  to  the  tax-payers  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  call- 
ing their  attention  to  the  assessment  about  to  be  made,  and

any  person  or  persons  shall  refuse,  or  after  twenty  days  notice, 
shall  neglect  to  render  any  such  statement  or  account  of  his, 
her  or  their  property  or  effects,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  by  this 
ordinance  he,  she  or  they  is  required  to  furnish,  upon  the  re- 
quisition of  the  assessor  of  the  proper  distiict,  he,  she  or  they 
shall  forfeit  one  hundred  dollars,  to  the  use  of  the  city  of  Bal- 
timore, to  be  collected  as  small  debts  are  before  a  single  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore;  and  the  said  assessor  shall  thereupon  on  his

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said  Meetings  of 
board  shall  meet  at  the  City  Hall,  on  or  before  the  fif-  board  of  con- 
teenth  day  of  May  next,  and  on  every  Saturday  during  the 
process  of  making  the  assessment  herein  provided  for,  at 
which  meeting  the  said  assessors  shall  be  present,  and  exhibit 
to  the  said  board  the  assessments  made  by  them  respectively 
up  to  the  lime  of  meeting,  or  since  the  last  meeting  of  said 
board,  and  shall  give  to  the  said  board  such  information  and 
explanation  as  may  then  and  there  be  required  of  them  respec- 
tively ;  when  the  said  board  shall  have  authority  to  make  such  Proceedings, 
alterations,  and  lay  down  such  rules  for  making  assessments 
as  to  them  shall  seem  proper,  having  in  view  the  uniformity  of 
said  assessments  throughout  the  said  city,  so  as  to  distribute 
equally  and  impartially  as  far  as  practicable,  the  burden  of 
taxation  according  to  the  full  cash  value  of  the  property 
assessed.

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its  improvements,  or  at  one  of  its  termini,  where  its  principal 
office  for  the  transaction  of  business  shall  be  established. 

Sec.   19.    And   for   the   effectual   collection   of  the   taxes  ^^^^^^ations 
assessed  on  the  stock  of  private   corporations,  held  by  non-  to  make  out 
residents ;    be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  the  president,  or  lists. 
other  proper  officers  of  the  corporation  liable  to  valuation  and

Jackson. 

Whereas  J  The  City  Council  of  Baltimore  has  been  convoked  by  a 
call  of  the  Mayor  to  take  into  consideration  the  great  national 
bereavement  with  which  our  country  has  been  visited  by  the  death  of 
Andrew  Jackson,  one  of  its  most  honored  and  illustrious  sons ; 
and  Whereas,  it  is  a  duty  which  we  owe  to  the  memory  of  the  noble 
dead,  to  manifest  in  all  suitable  ways,  our  grateful  remembrance  of 
his  many  services,  and,  by  the  honor  which  we  pay  to  his  memory, 
to  incite  the  living  to  emulate  the  example  of  heroism  and  devotion 
to  our  country ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Baltimore  have  heard,  with 
feelings  of  the  most  profound  sorrow,  the  painful  intelligence  of  the 
death  of  General  Andrew  Jackson,  whose  name  has  so  long  been 
blended  with  the  brightest  glory  of  our  country,  and  that  they  will 
unite  with  their  fellow-citizens  in  manifesting,  by  such  mode  as  shall 
be  deemed  proper,  those  sentiments  of  affectionate  regard  which 
animates  the  whole  American  people. 

Resolved,  That  to  carry  out  the  feelings  and  wishes  of  the  people 
of  Baltimore,  a  joint  committee  of  five  from  each  branch  be  appointed 
by  the  presidents  of  the  several  branches,  instructed  to  confer  with 
the  committee  of  one  hundred  appointed  at  the  meeting  at  the  Ex- 
change, and  with  them  to  adopt  such  arrangements  as  they  may 
deem  advisable  in  view  of  the  circumstance  for  which  we  have  been 
convened.

the  City. 

Whereas  the  citizens  of  Baltimore  are  annually  burthened 
with  the  payment  of  heavy  taxes,  for  the  support  and  main- 
tenance of  the  various  fire  companies,  necessarily  incurring 
beavy  expense  for  machinery,  hose,  and  their  common  wear 
md  tear,  while  engaged  in  their  laudable  and  praiseworthy 
efforts  to  save  the  property  of  their  fellow  citizens,  and  through 
whose  means  much  property  is  saved  from  the  devouring  ele- 
ment of  fire,  thereby  enabling  the  different  fire  insurance  com- 
panies to  make  large  dividends,  and  enrich  their  stockholders 
at  the  expense  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  while  they  contribute 
comparatively  nothing  in  support  of  said  fire  companies. 

Jind  Whereas,  the  corporate  authorities  of  the  city,  with 
authority  to  insure  against  loss  by  fire,  within  her  corporate 
limits,  would  produce  a  large  annual  revenue,  not  only  with- 
out imposing  additional  burden  on  her  citizens,  but  affording 
greater  security  to  their  property,  as  citizens  would  greatly 
prefer  to  insure  under  the  guarantee  of  the  city,  as  the  pre- 
mium paid  would  go  to  diminish  the  taxes  and  be  disbursed 
for  public  benefit. 

^}id  Whereas,  the  return  of  the  assessable  properly  of  the 
the  city  is  now  about  sixty  millions,  on  which  amount  at  least 
insurance  is  effected,  which,  at  the  usual  rates  of  fire  insurance, 
would  provide  a  large  permanent  revenue  for  the  city,  amply 
sufficient,  after  discharging  the  ordinary  losses  by  fire,  to  defray 
the  whole  expense  of  the  internal  government  of  the  city,  and 
pay  a  considerable  part  of  the  annual  interest  growing  out  of 
the  improvident  legislation  of  the  state,  and  ultimately  relieve 
the  citizens  from  the  payment  of  tax. 

And  Whereas,  \\\e  benefits  to  be  accomplished  by  the  above 
plan  would  be  conferred  upon  the  whole  population  of  the  city, 
instead  of  being,  as  in  the  present  mode  of  insurance,  to  a  few 
members  of  incorporated  companies,  many  of  which  reside 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  state  of  Maryland, 

Therefore  he  it  Resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That  the  counsellor  for  the  city  be  requested  to 
prepare  a  bill,  such  as  may  embrace  the  objects  above  speci- 
fied, and  submit  the  same  to  the  City  Council,  in  the  first  week 
of  its  next  session,  which,  if  approved  by  them,  shall  be  trans- 
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mitted  to  the  next  annua]  session  of  the  General  Assembly, 
accompanied  by  a  memorial,  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  the 
president  of  both  branches  of  the  City  Council,  praying  its 
passage  into  a  law.

CHAPTER  9. 

An  Act  Supplemental  to  an  Act  entitled,  an  Act  to  extend  to  Baltimore   Passed  Jan. 
County  the  provisions  of  an  Act  relating  to  the  Liens  of  Mechanics      ^^*  ^°^"* 
and  others  on  Buildin<»Sj  passed  at  December  session,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-four,  chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty-six. 

Whereas,  considerable  doubt  exists  as  regards  the  rights  Preamble, 
of  persons  not  having  claims  to  the  amount  of  fifty  dollars,  for 
work  done,  or  materials  furnished  for,  or  about  the  construc- 
tion of  any  buildings  in  the  county  of  Baltimore,  to  file  and 
record  their  claims  of  lien,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
the  General  Assembly,  enacted  originally  for  the  benefit  of  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  at  December  session,  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirty-eight,  chapter  two  hundred  and  five,  entitled  an  act  re- 
lating to  the  liens  of  mechanics  and  others,  on  buildings;  and 
whereas,  said  original  act  was  extended  to  Baltimore  county, 
by  an  act  passed  at  December  session,  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-four,  chapter  two  hundred  and  tw^enty-six  ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the   General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  Persons  hav- 
any  person  or  persons  who  have,  or  may  hereafter  have  claims  ^"^/^^^^^  ^^' 
for  work  done,  or  materials  furnished  for,  or  about  the  erection  titled  to  all  be- 
or  construction  of  any  building  in  Baltimore  county,  Avhich  nefits,  &c. 
have  heretofore  been,  or  may  hereafter  be  filed  and  recorded

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly,  by  a 
number  of  highly  respectable  citizens  of  Baltimore,  that  an 
act  passed  at  December  session,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
two,  chapter  two  hundred  and  eiiihty-one,  operates  with  much- 
hardship  upon  many  honest,  industrious  and  peaceable  colored!

ing aid  to  the  destitute  of  their  own  color — therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  bij  the  General  Assembly  of 
Maryland,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  annually  to 
grant  permission  in  writing  to  free  colored  persons,  residing 
in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  of  good  moral  character,  and  who 
pay  each  an  amount  of  tax  of  at  least  five  dollars,  to  form 
themselves  into  charitable  societies,  and  to  meet  from  time  to 
time,  to  promote  the  object  of  their  association;  provided^ 
that  their  meeting  and  proceedings  shall,  at  all  times,  be  sub- 
ject to  the  visitation  and  inspection  of  such  persons  as  the 
Mayor  may  at  any  time  appoint  and  authorise  for  that  purpose.

First  and  Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council  : 

Gentlemen  : 

On  your  again  assembling  to  carry  forward  the  trusts  that  have 
been  confided  to  you,  relative  to  the  affairs  of  our  city,  and  as  we 
contemplate  with  pride  its  great  prosperity  since  we  last  met,  w^e 
cannot  but  be  filled  with  gratitude  to  the  great  Parent  of  all  for  the 
manifold  blessings  which  he  has  in  his  infinite  goodness  been  pleased 
to  bestow  upon  us.  It  needs  but  a  short  review  of  the  past  to  cheer 
us  on  to  the  renewment  of  every  effort  to  r^^move  all  obstacles  that 
may  be  found  lying  in  the  way  of  our  rapid  onward  march  of  im- 
provement. And  with  this  view  it  becomes  my  duty  to  gather  up 
and  lay  before  you  some  of  the  subjects  that  may,  in  an  especial 
manner,  be  worthy  of  your  consideration. 

I  am  gratified  in  being  able  to  state,  as  will  more  full}^  appear  by 
reference  to  the  annual  statement  of  the  Register,  and  the  report  of 
the  Collector  of  the  City,  that  the  financial  department  of  the  city 
government  is  in  a  sound  and  most  flourishing  condition.  The 
ability  with  which  these  documents  are  prepared,  and  the  clearness 
with  which  the  complicated  details  contained  in  them  are  set  forth, 
can  be  better  appreciated  by  your  own  careful  perusal,  and  which, 
doubtless,  you  will  bestow  upon  them,  than  I  might  venture  to  hope 
could  be  gained  by  any  analysis  made  by  me.  They  are  herewith 
transmitted,  and  they  will  furnish  such  data  of  information  respecting 
the  monetary  affairs  of  the  city  as  may  be  safely  relied  upon.  The 
promptitude  with  which  the  citizens  of  Baltimore  have  paid  the  state 
and  city  taxes  to  a  very  large  amount  during  the  past  year,  evinces 
the  most  commendable  spirit  on  their  part  to  preserve,  as  far  as  in 
them  lies,  the  credit  of  the  city  and  state  from  reproach.  The  credit 
of  the  city,  which  depends  alone  upon  the  sentiment  of  her  people, 
must  forever  remain  above  the  reach  of  suspicion.  I  am  desirous  in 
this  connection  to  call  your  attention  to  what  I  conceive  to  be  a  sub- 
ject of  much  importance.     I  allude  to  the  propriety  of  asking  from 
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the  present  Legislature  the  passage  of  a  new  assessment  law,  or  at 
least  that  the  General  Assembly  be  memorialized  to  apply  some  cor- 
rective to  the  evils  under  which  we  at  present  labor.  It  must  be 
evident,  from  the  nature  of  the  case,  that  with  the  rapid  growth  and 
increasing  business  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  its  expenses  and  dis- 
bursements must  correspondingly  increase,  and  by  necessity  its 
revenue  system  cannot  remain  unchanged.  It  is  a  salutary  provi- 
sion of  our  state  constitution,  and  never  departed  from  without  mani- 
fest injustice,  that  every  person  should  contribute  his  proportion  of 
public  taxes  according  to  his  actual  worth.  In  enforcing  this  whole- 
some principle,  that  the  public  burthen  should  be  borne  in  equal 
proportions  by  all,  it  becomes  necessary  that  such  proportions  should 
be  readjusted  at  short  intervals,  or  at  least  with  every  material 
change  or  increase  of  the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  citizen. 

The  Council  is  doubtless  aware  that  by  existing  state  legislation, 
it  is  made  incumbent  upon  the  city  authorities  to  levy  all  taxes  for 
city  purposes  upon  the  same  basis  or  description  of  property  as  that 
declared  assessable  by  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Assembly,  passed 
March  session,  1841,  ch.  23.  Having  in  view  the  high  rate  of  tax 
or  levy  for  city  purposes,  justice  as  well  as  sound  policy  alike  demand 
that  no  property  justly  liable  to  bear  a  part  of  the  public  burthen 
should  be  permitted  to  escape,  and  I  doubt  not  that  the  rate  of  the 
levy  would  be  greatly  lessened,  in  consequence  of  the  large  increase 
of  property  which  would  be  exposed  to  the  view  of  competent  asses- 
sors— more  particularly  in  the  items  of  personal  property. 

By  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Appeal  Tax  Court,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  whole  amount  of  assessable  property  liable  to  city  tax- 
ation for  1846  is  $61,754,176, — being  an  increase  on  the  levy  of 
1845  of  $1,640,684. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  passing  an  ordinance 
providing  for  an  enlargement  of  the  limits  of  direct  taxation.  By  a 
statement  furnished  me  by  the  Appeal  Tax  Court,  and  which  I  sub- 
mit for  your  examination,  the  property  situated  within  the  city  and 
not  yet  within  the  reach  of  the  limits  of  the  direct  tax  is  estimated  at 
$3,814,441. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  politeness  of  General  William  H.  Marriott, 
Collector  of  the  port,  for  the  following  statement  exhibiting  the  sta- 
tistics of  the  foreign  commerce  of  Baltimore.

I  take  pleasure  in  referring  you  to  the  report  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Public  Schools.  The  efforts  which  have  been  made  to  establish 
amongst  us  a  public  school  system  have  been  crowned  with  signal 
success.  There  remains  no  longer  a  doubt  upon  the  public  mind  of 
the  great  utility  of  this  mode  of  instruction.  It  is  by  early  and  well 
directed  education  that  the  rising  generation  is  to  be  trained  to  use- 
fulness, and  that  the  great  moral  iorce  of  society,  the  motive  power 
of  all  our  political  institutions,  is  to  be  awakened  and  made  to  bring 
forth  all  those  happy  results  by  which  our  country  has  been  so  emi- 
nently blessed.  Our  peculiarly  complex  and  most  excellent  system 
of  representative  and  delegated  government  can  only  be  adequately 
sustained  b}'  an  educated  sovereign  people,  whose  minds  have  been 
so  far  cultivated  as  to  enable  them  to  estimate  at  their  true  value  the 
great  political  structures  which  shelter,  cherish,  and  protect,  all  they 
hold  dear. 

The  report  of  the  Visitors  of  Baltimore  city  and  county  Jail  will 
show  that  this  institution  has  been  managed  with  great  order  and  pro- 
per economy,  notwithstanding  a  larger  number  of  persons  than  usual 
have  been  confined  there  during  the  past  year,  which  reflects  much 
credit  upon  the  Warden.  Allow  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  able 
special  report  of  the  board  on  the  present  condition  of  the  building. 
After  a  very  thorough  examination,  they  do  in  strong  language  re- 
commend the  erection  of  anew  additional  jail,  "  having  for  its  object 
the  separate  confinement  of  from  80  to  100  persons  ^  I  bespeak  for 
this  report  the  earliest  attention  of  the  Council.  It  strikes  my  mind 
that  there  is  a  cruelty  displayed  in  confining  a  man  arrested  on  sus- 
picion, or  a  mere  novice  in  crime,  with  the  most  abandoned  and  har- 
dened criminals.  Experience  has  taught  those  who  have  paid  much 
attention  to  prison  discipline,  that  where  two  persons  are  confined, 
the  less  criminal  will  be  swayed  by  force  of  example  to  imitate  the 
more  depraved. 

If  the  Council  should  see  proper  to  adopt  the  suggestion  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors,  (as  I  sincerely  hope  they  mayj  to  erect  a  new  jail, 
or  build  such  an  addition  to  the  one  now  in  use,  that  the  object  of

separate  confinement  or  classification  of  persons  may  be  obtained 
there  is  not  a  doubt  in  my  judgment  that  crime  will  be  lessened, 
the  cause  of  humanity  promoted,  and  ultimatelj^  economy  will  be 
effected.  The  necessity  for  a  House  of  Refuge  will  be  in  a  mea- 
sure removed,  and  the  jail  no  longer  be  appropriately  styled  "  the 
free  school  of  vice."  ^ 

Allow  me  to  call  the  especial  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  able 
report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Health ;  their  duties  have  been  for 
the  past  year  unusually  laborious  and  difficult.  The  experience  of 
the  year  has  mournfully  impressed  upon  us  the  necessity  of  efficient 
provision  on  the  part  of  the  Council  for  the  preservation  of  the  pub- 
lic health.  For  the  detail  upon  this  subject  I  refer  you  to  the  report 
itself,  but  cannot  omit  expressing  the  hope  here,  that  early  attention 
to  the  wants  of  the  city  in  this  important  part  of  its  police  will  be 
given.  The  small  pox  appeared  in  our  city  last  spring,  travelling  it 
Would  appear,  along  the  highways  of  the  nation  ;  for  we  find  it  ex- 
isting in  the  northern  and  eastern  cities  before  it  appeared  here. 
With  us  its  ravages  are  to  be  deplored,  and  more  especially  because 
of  the  want  of  proper  preparations  to  meet  and  oppose  it.  The 
present  Small  Pox  Hospital  has  been  found  a  wholly  unfit  recepta- 
cle for  the  sick  of  that  dreadful  disease;  and  although  sustained  at 
an  immense  cost,  (the  expense  being  more  than  double  that  of  any 
other  institution  of  a  similar  character  in  the  country,)  yet  it  is  found 
ineffective.  To  remedy  this  the  Board  of  Health  were  indefatigable, 
and  have,  I  am  persuaded,  left  no  effort  untried,  which  could  avail  in 
correcting  the  evil.  The  most  effectual  mode  of  doing  so,  seems  to 
be  to  place  a  proper  hospital  in  such  a  position  as  will  not  only  ena- 
ble its  managers  to  maintain  a  proper  discipline,  but  as  will  give  to 
the  public  some  confidence  in  sending  their  friends  to  it,  while  it 
shall  at  the  same  time  be  so  located  as  to  be  interposed  between  the 
city  and  the  most  likely  mode  of  its  introduction — 1  mean  the  ship- 
ping. In  the  hope  that  this  object  would  be  accomplished,  after  the 
most  full  and  deliberate  investigation,  the  site  which  has  been  pur- 
chased by  the  city  on  the  south  bank  of  the  Patapsco  was  deemed 
not  only  appropriate  for  this  purpose,  but  to  possess  in  an  eminent 
degree,  the  qualities  necessary  for  a  Marine  Hospital,  such  as  is  es- 
pecially needed  near  a  large  mercantile  city. 

The  reports  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio,  and  Baltimore  and  Sus- 
quehanna rail  road  companies,  is  herewith  transmitted.  By  the 
statement  of  the  first  named  company,  it  displays  the  most  pros- 
perous and  flourishing  condition  of  its  affairs.  The  profits  of  the 
company  have  been,  during  the  yast  year,  ending  October  1st,  1845, 
nearly  5J  per  cent  upon  the  capital  stock.  This  intelligence  is 
cheering,  as  Baltimore  is  a  stockholder  to  a  large  amount. 

The  present  efficient  organization  of  the  Fire  Department  is  alike 
creditable  to  the  firemen  of  Baltimore,  and  of  great  usefulness. 
The  disinterested  services  of  this  highly  respectable  body  of  our 
follow  citizens,  merit  and  receive  the  meed  of  public  approbation. 
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Agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  resolution  No.  114,  passed  at  the 
last  annual  session  of  the  Council,  a  new  market  house  has  been 
erected  on  Fell's  Point.  This  house  has  been  built  and  is  comple- 
ted, with  the  exception  of  plastering.  The  early  severity  of  the 
weather  prevented  that  being  done,  and  it  must  now  remain  unfinished 
until  spring.  The  building  is,  however,  in  a  condition  to  be  occupied. 
Its  cost  was  greater  than  anticipated,  in  consequence  of  the  reso- 
lution requiring  iron  pillars  to  be  used.  By  the  commissioners' 
report,  it  will  require  $2,162  09  to  complete  the  building,  and  pay 
outstanding  claims.  As  far  as  I  have  heard,  the  residents  of  that 
section  of  our  city  are  greatly  pleased  w^ith  the  mode  of  construction. 

By  resolution  No.  112,  the  City  Commissioners  were  authorized 
to  contract  for  the  erection  of  a  market  house  on  Cross  street,  be- 
tween Charles  and  Light  streets.  The  work  has  been  done,  and  the 
market  is  now  ready  tor  use. 

In  accordance  with  ordinance  No.  5,  a  lot  was  purchased  at  the 
corner  of  Sharp  and  Little  Montgomery  streets,  upon  which  a  good 
substantial  watch  house  was  erected.  A  regular  watch,  consisting 
of  two  captains,  four  lieutenants,  and  twenty  men,  has  been  estab- 
lished in  this  new  (south)  district.  The  increase  of  the  night  watch 
in  this  quarter,  has  been  attended  with  beneficial  results,  and  has 
given  much  satisfaction  to  the  inhabitants  of  that  section  of  the  city. 

By  resolution  No.  106,  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  were  author- 
ized to  sell  or  dispose  of  the  watch  house,  situate  at  the  corner  of 
Broadway  and  Alice  Anna  streets.  Fell's  Point ;  and  by  the  same 
resolution,  the  Mayor  was  empowered  and  directed  to  have  a  suitable 
building  erected  to  accommodate  the  night  watch  of  the  Eastern 
district,  on  the  lot  owned  by  the  city,  at  the  corner  of  Bank  and 
Bethel  streets.  The  old  house  sold  for  $1,795,  and  the  new  watch 
house  has  been  erected  on  the  location  pointed  out  hy  your  predecessor. 
The  building  is  large,  substantial,  and  well  adapted  for  the  purposes 
for  which  it  w^as  intended.  Looking  to  the  rapid  growth  of  that 
part  of  the  city,  and  the  character  of  the  buildings  which  are  being 
erected,  the  City  Commissioners,  with  my  approbation,  erected  such 
a  building  as  was  deemed  necessary.  Its  cost  will,  after  deducting 
the  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  old  building,  require  an  additional  appro- 
priation ot  i$2,564  44. 

The  assessment  required  to  be  made,  with  a  view  to  the  extension 
of  the  Bel  Air  market  has  been  made  out,  and  will  be  laid  before  the 
Council.  An  appropriation  will  be  required  to  pay  the  commission- 
ers, and  defray  other  expenses  incurrt- d. 

I  invite  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  commissioners  ap- 
pointed to  tunnel  Run  alley. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Maryland  has  sent  to  this  office, 
through  the  hands  of  J.  H.  Alexander,  Esq.,  for  the  use  of  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  a  standard  yard  measure,  constructed  under  the  authority 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland.

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state,  as  will  appear  by  the  reports  of 
the  harbor  masters,  that  the  collection  and  returns  made  by  them 
have  exceeded  in  amount  those  of  any  previous  years. 

The  report  of  the  Counsellor  of  the  city  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  report  of  the  health  officer  will  show  the  efficient  manner  in 
which  the  duties  of  that  office  have  been  performed.  The  returns 
of  this  officer,  after  deducting  all  expenses  incident  to  his  depart- 
ment, amount  to  upwards  of  $900. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  establishment  of  a  Dispen- 
sary in  the  Southern  section  of  the  city — the  increase  of  the  popu- 
lation in  that  section  calls  lor  the  benefits  which  would  result  from 
such  an  establishment. 

The  able  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Alms  House  calls  for  your 
particular  attention.  At  their  last  session  the  City  Council  appro- 
priated the  sum  of  $10,000  to  be  applied  to  the  erection  of  a  house 
of  refuge,  and  by  a  subsequent  ordinance  you  authorized  the  Mayor 
to  make  arrangements  with  the  commissioners  of  Baltimore  county 
for  so  much  of  the  ground  attached  to  the  alms  house  as  he  might 
deem  necessary  for  the  use  of  said  institution.  Before  proceeding 
to  exercise  the  authority  by  the  ordinance  above  referred  to,  I  was 
induced  to  seek  information  relative  to  the  cost  of  similar  institutions 
elsewhere,  which  resulted  in  the  ascertainment  of  the  fact  that  from 
$50,000  to  $60,000  would  be  a  moderate  estimate  of  the  probable 
cost  of  a  house  of  refuge  for  this  city.  1  therefore  deemed  it  my 
duty  to  delay  the  consummation  of  an  arrangement  for  the  purchase 
of  the  interest  of  the  county  in  so  much  of  the  alms  house  property 
as  would  be  required  for  the  purpose  of  a  refuge,  that  an  opportu- 
nity might  be  afforded  to  place  the  information  obtained  before  the 
Council,  and  from  which  it  w^ill  be  perceived  how  inadequate  will 
be  the  sum  appropriated  to  the  purpose  designed. 

The  increase  of  new  buildings  erected  in  the  city  during  the  past 
year  were  1,508,  of  which  only  17  were  frame. 

I  should  esteem  myself  wanting  in  a  proper  acknowledgment  of 
the  services  of  the  city  police  and  night  watch,  did  T  not  publicly 
express  the  entire  satisfaction  with  which  they  have  discharged  their 
onerous  and  responsible  duties.  To  the  vigilance  of  the  city  police 
and  night  watch  may  be,  in  no  small  degree,  ascribed  the  almost 
entire  freedom  from  rioting  which  has  marked  the  history  of  the  past 
year  in  our  city.  It  is  true  that  slight  disturbances  of  the  peace 
have  occurred,  and  are  almost  unavoidable  ;  but  the  spirit  of  vio- 
lence has  been  checked  by  the  appearance  of  the  police.  To  that 
prompt  and  efficient  officer,  the  high  constable,  much  credit  is  due. 
Sustained  by  the  good  sense  and  love  of  order  which  belong  to  the 
character  of  our  constituency,  and  placing  the  utmost  reliance  for 
support  in  their  readiness  to  sustain  those  to  whom  they  have  dele- 
gated the  protection  of  the  good  name  and  peace  of  the  city,  I  have 
never  for  a  moment,  since  my  installation  in  my  present  office  as 
Mayor  of  the   city,  felt  the  slightest   apprehension  that   riot  could 


usurp  the  place  of  order,  or  that  the  good  citizen  could  be  disturbed 
in  person  or  property  with  impunity  by  the  vicious  and  depraved. 

The  policy  of  securing  lots  or  squares  of  ground  for  public  prome- 
nades will,  in  all  probability,  be  deemed  a  subject  worthy  of  your 
consideration.  I  understand  a  lot  of  ground  adjoining  the  south 
side  of  the  Calvert  street  spring,  upon  which  are  now  erected,  two 
old  wooden  frame  houses,  and  which  are  calculated  to  disfigure  the 
appearance  of  the  public  improvements  adjacent,  may  be  bought  for 
a  reasonable  compensation.     I  would  recommend  its  purchase. 

In  my  last  annual  message,  the  attention  of  the  Council  was 
called  to  the  comparatively  unprotected  state  of  our  city,  for  the 
want  of  proper  military  defences.  This  suggestion  led  to  the  imme- 
diate and  zealous  effort,  on  the  part  of  your  predecessors,  that  noth- 
ing should  be  left  undone,  on  their  part,  to  obtain  an  appropriation 
by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
permanent  fortifications  on  ''  Sollers'  Point  Flats." 

I  am  truly  gratified  in  saying,  that  the  reasonable  expectations  of 
our  people  for  a  long  time  indulged  in,  without  realizing  their  hopes, 
are  about  to  be  answered.  The  military  committee  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States  have,  by  a  report,  advised  an 
appropriation  to  be  made,  for  that  purpose,  of  $30,000,  and  I  be- 
lieve, from  all  the  information  I  can  gather  on  the  subject,  this 
recommendation  only  requires  the  action  of  Congress  to  become  a 
law.

In  compliance  with  an  ordinance,  approved  March  12,  1840,  the 
undersigned  respectfully  submit  the  following  statement  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  finances  of  the  city  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  also 
an  estimate  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  present  year. 

The  receipts  of  the  past  year,  including  balance  in  the  treasury  on 
the  31st  December  1844,  was  $716,092  16;  and  payments  for  the 
same  period  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $659,032  36,  leaving  a  balance 
of  $57,059  80  in  the  treasury  on  the  3 1st  ult. 

All  claims  against  the  city  during  the  past  year  were  paid  to  the 
extent  authorised  by  existing  ordinances  and  resolutions. 

By  reference  to  the  accompanying  statements  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  entire  existing  and  estimated  claims  against  the  city  to  be  paid 
during  the  present  year,  including  the  quarters  interest  on  city  stock 
debt  accruing  on  the  31st  day  of  December  next,  amounts  to  the  sum 
of  $756,679  36  ;  should  the  special  appropriations  for  the  present  year 
equal  those  for  the  past,  §21,000  will  be  added  to  the  above  sum. 

The  entire  receipts  for  the  current  year  to  be  derived  from  existing 
ordinances  and  other  sources,  are  estimated  at  $431,472  73. 

It  thus  appears  that  from  the  taxes  of  the  present  year  it  w^ill  be  ne- 
cessary that  $325,206  63  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury  before 
the  first  day  of  January  next,  exclusive  of  the  sums  that  may  be  re- 
quired by  special  appropriations. 

It  appears  from  a  communication  addressed  to  me  by  the  Appeal 
Tax  Court,  in  compliance  with  my  request,  herewith  annexed,  mark- 
ed D,  that  the  amount  of  assessable  property,  subject  to  city  taxes,  is 
$61,754,176  ;  of  this  sum  $3,607,273  is  without  the  limits  of  direct 
tax.  It  may  be  safely  assumed  that  not  more  than  $60,000,000  can 
be  relied  on  as  the  average  basis  of  the  respective  levies.

To  Jessee  Hunt,  Esq.y  Register  of  the  City : 

Sir, 

The  Board  of  Health  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
29th  ult.,  asking  to  be  furnished  with  the  estimates  for  this  depart- 
ment for  the  ensuing  year,  and  also  an  estimate  of  receipts  from  the 
sales  of  street  manure  and  from  interments  during  the  year  1846.  In 
answer  to  which,  the  board  respectfully  submits  the  following  :  As 
the  Council  adopted  the  plan  of  making  an  appropriation  for  cleaning 
the  streets  last  year,  of  an  amount  in  addition  to  the  sales  of  street 
manure,  the  board  are  led  to  the  conclusion  that  a  similar  estimate  is 
desirable  for  the  present  year ;  therefore,  the  estimate  for  this  year  is 
$7,000  in  addition  to  such  sum  as  may  be  realized  from  the  sale  of 
street  manure,  which,  from  the  experience  of  this  year,  we  estimate  to 
be  about  $4,000.

CITY     COLLECTOR'S    REPORT. 


City  Collector's  Office, 

Baltimore,  January  6,  1846. 

To  the  Hon.  the  Mayor  and 

City  Council  of  Baltimore : 

Gentlemen  : 

The  report  herewith  presented  -will  exhibit  the  operations  of  this 
office  for  the  past  year.  It  will  be  observed  that  I  have  based  my  re- 
port and  calculations  upon  the  amount  of  assessment,  as  ascertained 
and  corrected  by  the  appeal  tax  court,  in  conformity  with  ordinance 
No.  10,  entitled  "an  ordinance  to  provide  for  a  general  account  to  be 
kept  by  the  Register  with  the  city  collector,  in  relation  to  all  taxes 
levied  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. '' 

The  net  amount  of  assessment  for  1844,  after  deducting  all  abate- 
ments, which  were  made  to  operate  upon  that  year,  up  to  the  first  in- 
stant, is  found  to  be  $58,996,134,  which,  by  the  levy  made  for  that 
year,  will  yield  a  tax  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  §407,696  61,  of 
which  amount  there  has  been  collected  and  paid  to  the  Register,  inclu- 
ding discounts  allowed  for  prompt  payments,  the  sum  of  $384,376  85, 
leaving  a  balance  yet  outstanding  for  that  year,  of  $23,319  76.

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  : 

The  undersigned,  Counsellor  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  respectfully 
reports  :  That  at  June  Term,  1845,  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  Mary- 
land, the  decision  of  Baltimore  County  Court,  in  the  case  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  vs.  Henry  White,  which  was  adverse  to  the  right  of 
recovery  of  wharfage  claimed  by  the  city  upon  certain  property  under 
an  agreement  with  Robert  Oliver,  was  reversed,  and  the  case  sent 
back  under  a  procedendo,  to  be  tried  over.  The  Court  of  Appeals 
sustained  all  the  prayers  of  the  appellant's  counsel,  which  were  hypo- 
thecated upon  a  certain  states  of  facts,  and  which  prayers  had  been  re- 
fused by  the  court  below.  These  facts,  as  I  learn  from  the  counsel 
for  the  city,  w^ho  tried  the  case  below,  they  were  ready  to  prove,  and 
the  same  evidence  still  exists.  There  can  be  but  little  doubt  therefore 
of  the  successful  issue  of  this  controversy  in  behalf  of  the  city. 

Many  important  principles  were  involved  in  this  case,  as  affecting 
the  title  of  the  city  to  certain  descriptions  of  property,  and  the  law  of 
the  case  was  declared  to  be  what  was  contended  for  by  the  counsel 
for  the  city. 

The  case  of  Wm.  Lefferman  vs.  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  being  an  action  to  recover  back  the  amount  of  money  paid 
by  said  Lefferman  for  walling  certain  property  belonging  to  him,  and 
situate  on  Jones'  falls,  and  which  expense  was  incurred  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  certain  ordinances  of  the  city  requiring  said 
work  to  be  done,  resulted  in  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff.  The  principles 
of  law  established  by  the  court  in  this  case,  to  enable  the  plaintiff  to 
recover  in  this  action,  are  not  such  as  in  my  judgment,  with  great 
deference,  would  be  affirmed  by  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

The  case  of Roach  vs.  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore, which  is  now  pending  before  Baltimore  County  Court,  being 
similar  in  character,  although  not  yet  disposed  of,  will  probably  result 
adversely  to  the  city.     Other  claims  of  property  holders,   similarly 
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situated,  I  have  heard  will  be  urged.  In  view  of  the  damages  already 
recovered  against  the  city,  and  which  may  be  still  further  increased, 
unless  the  questions  of  law  involved  and  settled  by  the  court  in  Leffer- 
man's  case  are  reviewed  by  a  higher  tribunal,  and  reversed,  render  it 
proper,  in  my  judgment,  that  these  principles  of  law  should  at  least 
receive  the  sanction  of  the  court  of  appeals  before  they  are  acquiesced 
in.  I  have,  therefore,  caused  an  appeal  to  be  entered  on  the  part  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  in  the  case  of  Wm.  LefFerman.  Agree- 
ably to  the  instructions  embodied  in  resolution  No.  169,  approved  by 
the  Mayor,  June  25th,  1845,  cases  have  been  docketed  with  John  B. 
Morris,  Robert  Gilmor,  Samuel  Gordon  and  others,  to  try  the  right  of 
the  parties  to  recover  the  sums  of  money  paid  by  them  for  city  taxes, 
upon  certain  stocks  held  by  them  and  others,  in  what  are  commonly 
called  the  old  banks.  These  cases  will  probably  be  decided  at  the 
next  session  of  the  court  of  appeals. 

The  Mayor  of  the  cily,  under  the  authority  of  the  above  resolution, 
has  engaged  the  services  of  J.  V.  L.  McMahon,  Esq.,  as  additional 
counsel  to  argue  these  cases.  The  case  of  Samuel  Reid  vs.  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  which  was  an  action  instituted 
against  the  corporation  to  recover  damages  for  injuries  sustained  by 
the  plaintiff  in  falling  over  the  abutments  of  the  bridge  at  Centre 
street,  resulted  in  a  verdict  for  plaintiff  in  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars — the  damages  claimed  were  for  ten  thousand  dollars.  The 
case  of  Joseph  Robinson,  vs.  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  which  w^as 
tried  upon  appeal  from  the  decision  of  Justice  Belt,  raised  the  ques- 
tion of  the  city's  liability  to  pay  for  printing  certain  blanks,  and  certi- 
fied as  part  of  the  expenses  of  Baltimore  city  court,  by  the  judges  of 
said  court,  terminated  in  the  decision  of  the  court  in  favor  of  said 
Robinson's  claim.  In  the  case  of  Benjamin  Chaney  vs.  Mayor  and 
City  Council,  the  court  reversed  the  decision  of  Wm.  A.  SchaefFer, 
Esq.,  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  thereby  affirming  the  right  of  the  Mayor 
of  the  city  to  dismiss  a  police  officer.  So,  also,  in  the  case  of  James 
H.  Denson  vs.  Mayor  and  City  Council,  the  judgment  was  reversed 
upon  the  same  grounds,  and  judgment  entered  for  such  amount  as  was 
due  him  for  services  rendered  before  dismissal. 

The  provisions  of  resolution  No.  31,  passed  at  the  last  annual  ses- 
sion of  the  Council,  requiring  a  certain  lease  to  be  prepared  and  exe- 
cuted, have  been  complied  with;  also,  resolution  No.  Ill,  passed  at 
the  same  time,  requiring  certain  other  leases  to  be  prepared  and  exe- 
cuted, have  also  been  complied  with  ;  also,  I  have  prepared  and  had 
executed  a  deed  for  the  property  purchased  by  the  city  as  the  site  for 
the  small  pox  hospital. 

Many  cases  arising  before  justices  of  the  peace  for  violation  of  city 
ordinances  have  been  tried,  and,  for  the  most  part,  decided  in  favor  of 
the  city ;  but  as  no  principle  of  law,  novel  or  important  was  involved, 
I  deem  it  unnecessary  particularly  to  enumerate  them.

SEVENTEENTH   ANNUAL   REPORT 

OF   THE 

COMMISSIONERS    OF    PUBLIC    SCHOOLS 

TO   THE 

MAYOR  AND   CITY   COUNCIL. 


To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

»       Gentlemen  :  * 

The  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools,  in  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  ordinance  for  the  establishment  of  the  Public 
Schools,  beg  leave  to  submit  their  report  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  forty-six,  being  the  seventeenth  annual  report. 

Pursuant  to  a  care  of  the  Mayor,  the  commissioners  elect  met  Feb- 
ruary 4,  1845,  and  organized  the  board  by  the   election  of  John  B. 
Emery,  President,  and   Henry  S.   Sanderson,  Treasurer.     John   W, 
Tilyard,  the  former  clerk  of  the  commissioners,  was  continued  in  office. 
The  increasing  popularity  of  the  Public  Schools  has  called  for  addi- 
tional accommodations,  and  to  meet  the  frequent  applications  for  ad- 
mission from  inhabitants  of  the  central  portion  of  the  city  and  Federal 
Hill,  the  board  found  it  necessary  to  establish,  during  the  year,  two 
new  schools.     The  basement  of  the  Universalist  church,  corner  o^ 
■  Calvert  and  Pleasant  streets,  was  rented  at  §150  per  annum,  and  fitted 
.  up  for  female  No.  9.     The  school  was  opened  in  September  last, 
under  the  care  of  Miss  Sarah  Barrett.     For  the  accommodation  of 
female  No.  10,  the  Mayor  kindly  granted  the  temporary  use  of  the 
house  and  lot  corner  of  Light  and  Cross  streets.     It  was  opened  in 
September  last,  under  the  care  of  Miss  Susan  S.  Johnston.     Besides 
these  extensions   of   the   Public   School  system,  an   account  of  the 
I  numerous  applications  for  admission  to  female  No.  3,  the  basement  of 
I  the  house  was  comfortably  fitted  up  as  a  school  room,  and  a  depart- 
!  ment  of  the  school  transferred  to  it  and  placed  under  the  care  of  Miss 
Anne  Jones.     Owing  to  the  recent  establishment  of  females  9  and  10, 
;  the  principals  of  those  schools  have  less  onerous  duties  to  perform  than 
the  other  principals  :  in  consequence  of  this  they  receive  a  salary  of 
only  $300  per  annum.

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The  establishment  of  the  Male  High  School  had  a  wonderful  influ- 
ence in  increasing  the  efficiency,  popularity,  and  patronage  of  the 
school  system  in  general  :  and  a  like  effect  upon  the  prosperity  of  the 
female  schools  has  been  produced  by  the  female  high  schools  estab- 
lished during  the  past  year.  Experience  demonstrates  the  wisdom  of 
their  organization  as  necessary  to  the  perfection,  respectability  and 
sustentation  of  the  public  school  system  in  our  city,  and  justifies  their 
general  support.  The  board  regret,  therefore,  that  they  were  unable 
to  carry  out  the  resolution  of  the  last  council  relative  to  the  purchase 
of  a  house  and  lot  for  the  western  female  high  school  in  consequence 
of  the  insufficiency  of  the  amount  appropriated  for  that  purpose.  As 
provision  is  indispensably  necessary  for  the  permanent  location  of  this 
school,  and  as  additional  accommodations  will  be  required  after  the 
next  annual  admission  of  pupils,  the  board  indulge  the  hope  that  such 
prompt  action  will  be  taken  in  the  premises,  as  will  enable  them  to 
provide  for  the  school  a  suitable  building  with  all  necessary  appoint- 
ments during  the  coming  year. 

The  great  and  increasing  popularity  of  the  primary  schools,  has  also 
rendered  it  proper  and  necessary,  that  additional  schools,  male  and 
female,  should  be  established  in  different  sections  of  the  city.  The 
board  conceive  that  appropriations  by  the  council  for  this  purpose  are 
necessary.  Proper  locations  for  such  additional  schools,  in  reference 
to  the  wants  of  different  neighborhoods,  will  be  selected,  after  the 
councils  shall  have  appropriated  such  an  amount  to  this  object  as  they 
may  deem  consistent  with  a  liberal  yet  prudent  extension  of  the  school 
system. 

The  money  appropriated  at  the  last  annual  session  of  the  councils 
for  the  purchase  of  apparatus  for  the  high  school,  was  expended  agree- 
ably to  the  resolution,  and  the  pupils  of  that  school  now  enjoy  the 
advantage  of  experimental  demonstration  of  all  the  leading  truths  con- 
tained in  their  text  books.  By  the  exertions  too  of  the  principal,  and 
the  munificence  of  the  teachers  and  pupils,  and  the  contributions  of 
public  spirited  individuals,  large  and  valuable  collections  of  coins  and 
of  minerals  and  other  objects  of  natural  history  have  been  made  with- 
out any  expense  to  the  city  whatever.  Time,  that  is  the  test  of  all 
things,  adds  to,  rather  than  diminishes  the  reputation  of  this  school, 
and  as  the  best  evidence  of  the  ability  and  fidelity  of  the  gentlemen 
engaged  in  it  and  of  its  popularity  with  the  public,  is  the  preference 
in  stores,  offices,  and  schools,  generally  given  to  those  educated  in  it 
over  others  of  the  same  age. 

The  board  would  beg  leave  to  recommend  the  propriety  of  an  appli- 
cation to  the  legislature  for  a  special  endowment  for  the  school.  Our 
city  in  common  with  the  counties,  according  to  population,  participate: 
in  the  common  school  fund  ;  but  with  her  immense  population,  and 
paying  over  one-third  of  the  revenue  of  the  State,  receives  no  academic 
appropriation  whatever  ;  while  the  law  of  December  session,  1831, 
each  county  in  the  State  receives  $800  per  annum  for  academies. 
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Furthermore,  several  counties  since  that  time  have  received  extra 
appropriations  above  and  contrary  to  the  law  of  1831.  As  Baltimore 
is  the  only  part  of  the  State  that  has  an  extended  system  of  education 
in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  our  democratic  institutions,  and  as  the 
high  school  is  the  only  seminary  in  the  State,  where  the  child  of  the 
poor  man  can  obtain  a  classical  education  on  terms  suited  to  his  means, 
we  think  the  beneficence,  nay,  the  justice  of  the  State,  cannot  refuse  a 
request  so  reasonable. 

The  plan  recommended  in  the  last  annual  report  of  employing 
second  assistants  in  all  our  male  schools  having  300  pupils,  and  in  all 
female  schools  having  200,  the  present  board  have  adopted. 

This  ensures  due  attention  to  all  the  classes,  and  enables  the  prin- 
cipal of  each  school  to  devote  more  special  attention  to  those,  who  in 
many  instances  about  to  finish  their  schooling,  require  more  particular 
regard.  The  appointments  have  been  generally  made  from  pupils  of 
our  male  and  female  high  schools,  and  the  great  satisfaction  which 
these  young  teachers  have  given,  redounds  much  to  the  credit  of  our 
school  system  and  to  the  interests  of  the  city.  These  assistants  in  the 
male  schools  receive  a  salary  of  $125  per  annum,  in  the  female  schools 
^100  per  annum.  They  are  as  valuable  aids  in  the  departments  they 
fill  as  teachers  who  would  require  a  much  larger  salary,  but  their  posi- 
tion gives  them  this  advantage  ;  while  instructing  the  lower  classes, 
they  become  familiar  with  the  mechanism  of  school  discipline,  and 
the  art  of  teaching  in  its  details,  and  are  fitted  for  a  higher  sphere  of 
usefulness,  and  better  salaries.  During  the  year  second  assistants 
have  been  placed  in  male  schools  No.  1,  3  and  4  ;  and  in  females  1, 
3,  4,  5  and  8.  Their  names  will  be  found  under  the  heads  of  their 
respective  schools.  Beside  these  new  appointments,  some  others  have 
been  made.  The  extension  of  the  schools  and  the  consequent  increase 
of  duty  devolving  on  the  teacher  of  music,  rendered  it  necessary  to 
appoint  an  additional  teacher.  Mr.  William  A.  Tarburton,  an  accom- 
plished instructor,  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  department  of 
music  in  the  schools  of  the  western  portion  of  the  city.  These  teach- 
ers receive  a  salary  of  $500  each,  per  annum. 

A  knowledge  of  drawing  being  important  to  persons  of  almost 
every  situation  in  life,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  introduce  it  as  a 
branch  of  study  into  the  high  school,  and  Mr.  William  Minifie,  an 
architect  of  acknowledged  ability,  was  engaged  to  give  lessons  in  that 
department.     This  teacher  receives  a  salary  of  $250  per  annum. 

Owing  to  resignations  and  promotions,  several  changes  have  oc- 
curred in  the  teachers  during  the  year. 

In  January  last  Miss  Ann  L.  Story,  principal  of  female  No.  6,  was 
superseded  l3y  Miss  Eliza  Adams  ;  Mr.  Edward  A.  Seiker  was  ap- 
pointed principal  of  the  eastern  female  high  school,  in  place  of  Mr. 
David  Ring,  resigned  ;  Mr.  William  T.  Crapster  succeeded  Mr.  Levin 
Meginny,  assistant  No.  1,  resigned;  Mrs.  Harriet  D.  Metcalf  suc- 
ceeded Miss  Rachel  Brown,  assistant  No.  3,  resigned  ;  and  on  her 
resignation  in  consequence  of  a  call  to  a  school  to  Annapolis,  was  her- 
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self  succeeded  by  Miss  Anne  Jones ;  Miss  Ann  E.  Coulson,  elected 
assistant  in  No.  5,  on  the  resignation  of  Miss  Simpson  ;  Miss  Sarah 
C.  Bond  was  appointed  assistant  in  No.  8,  in  place  of  Miss  Susan  S. 
Johnston,  promoted  to  No.  10 ;  and  Miss  Mary  Ann  Mclntyre  was 
made  assistant  in  No.  4,  in  place  of  Miss  Sarah  Barrett  on  her  promo- 
tion to  No.  9. 

In  April  last  the  board  held  public  examinations  of  all  the  schools, 
and  private  examinations  since  that  time.  The  result  of  these,  and 
of  visits  to  the  schools  at  different  times,  was,  with  occasional  excep- 
tions, very  favorable  to  the  character  and  industry  of  the  teachers  and 
of  the  pupils  iinder  their  tuition.  The  board  flatter  themselves,  and 
congratulate  your  honorable  body,  that  at  no  former  period  have  the 
schools  merited  or  enjoyed,  at  the  hands  of  the  public,  greater  confi- 
dence or  popularity.  This  will  be  manifest  by  reference  to  the  fol- 
lowing table  containing  a  list  of  the  different  schools,  with  the  num- 
ber of  their  teachers  and  pupils  respectively. 

The  increase  of  scholars  since  last  annual  report  is  947,  as  shown 
by  the  table.

MUSIC  TEACHERS.

The  popularity  of  our  public  schools  within  the  past  few  years  has 
extended  our  system  of  public  education,  until  with  the  increase  of 
schools,  and  of  the  duties  connected  with  them,  it  requires  more  time 
and  labor  to  supervise  the  entire  operations  of  the  system  than  most 
gentlemen  can  be  found  willing  to  devote. 

It  often,  therefore,  necessarily  happens,  that  after  giving  one  even- 
ing in  every  week  at  the  board,  and  of  attending  from  time  to  time 
the  examinations,  public  and  private,  gentlemen  for  the  most  part  en- 
gaged in  business  cannot  devote  the  time  to  visiting  the  schools  which 
is  necessary  to  ensure  the  best  possible  good  to  the  system.  The 
board  are  therefore  of  the  opinion,  that  the  interests  of  public  educa- 
tion in  our  city  would  be  greatly  advanced  by  the  appointment  of  a 
gentleman  to  superintend  the  different  schools,  who  should  devote  his 
time  exclusively  to  that  object,  as  is  the  case  in  many  of  our  eastern 
cities.  Visiting  the  schools,  and  spending  his  time  in  them,  he  would 
have  a  true  understanding  of  the  condition  of  each — might  observe 
and  correct  errors  and  abuses  that  would  escape  the  eye  of  a  commis- 
sioner making  a  transient  call,  and  by  indicating  the  best  plans  to  be 
pursued,  might  in  the  order  of  study,  in  discipline,  and  in  the  general 
exercise,  introduce  such  necessary  reforms  and  unanimity,  as  would 
cause  the  operations  of  public  schools  to  proceed  with  the  precision 
of  mechanism.  His  presence  for  counsel  and  for  reproof,  would  do 
much  also  to  promote  good  order  and  obedience  on  the  part  of  the 
pupil,  without  that  frequent  recourse  to  corporeal  punishment,  which 
ill  accords  with  the  enlightened  views  of  education  at  the  present  day. 
Clothed  with  the  full  powers  of  the  board,  he  might  hear  and  adjudi- 
cate all  cases  of  difficulty  that  should  occur,  not  involving  expulsions 
of  the  pupil  from  the  school ;  and  in  case  of  necessity,  by  kind  ad- 
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monition,  correct  on  the  part  of  the  teacher,  any  indiscretion  or  im- 
propriety that  might  otherwise,  to  his  prejudice  and  that  of  the 
school,  go  before  the  board.  Having  charge  especially  of  the  books 
and  stationery  of  the  schools,  and  signing  all  orders  for  the  same,  such 
economy  might  be  introduced,  by  the  institution  of  frequent  compari- 
sons between  the  expenditures  of  the  several  schools,  as  \vould  even- 
tually be,  perhaps,  of  considerable  moment.  It  wnll  be  seen  by  the 
above,  that  the  board  contemplate  the  officer  referred  to  as  a  commis- 
sioner ;  and  beg  permission,  therefore,  to  appoint  one  of  their  number 
as  a  superintendant  of  public  schools,  with  such  salary  as  in  their 
judgment  will  be  an  adequate  compensation  for  the  services  rendered. 

In  the  expenditure  of  money  during  the  year,  care  has  been  taken 
to  avoid  w^hatever  expense  a  just  economy  would  forbid.  A  consi- 
derable item  in  the  treasurer's  report  is  for  painting  and  repair  of  the 
school  houses.  This,  however,  the  state  of  the  buildings  imperatively 
demanded.  The  repairs  and  painting  were  done  without  interruption 
to  the  schools  during  the  August  recess.  The  above  w-as  by  contract 
at  the  lowest  prices;  and  all  fuel,  books,  stationery,  &c.,  &c.,  are 
supplied  in  the  same  manner.  In  this  connection  the  board  would 
call  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  portion  of  the  lot,  corner  of  Bank  and 
Bethel  streets,  formerly  taken  by  the  commissioners  of  schools,  is  now 
occupied  by  the  city  for  a  watch  house,  while  the  whole  of  the  ground 
rent,  §200  per  annum,  is  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  public  schools. 
They  would,  therefore,  respectfully  suggest  that  it  would  be  well  to 
charge  the  city  with  a  portion  of  the  ground  rent,  and  thus  preserve 
that  regularity  and  precision  in  accounts  which  are  necessary,  as  w^ell 
as  relieve  the  schools  from  a  tax  with  which  they  are  not  properly 
chargeable. 

The  board  also,  cannot  permit  this  subject  to  pass  w^ithout  the  far- 
ther respectful  suggestion,  that  the  establishment  of  a  watch  house  in 
such  immediate  contiguity  to  one  of  the  public  schools,  w^as,  in  their 
opinion,  an  unadvised  and  inappropriate  location ;  and  they  are  well 
convinced  that  the  true  interests  of  the  school  system  require  that  this 
board  should  have  the  exclusive  control  over  such  lots  as  may  have 
been  purchased  or  held  by  them  for  the  use  of  schools. 

The  plan  heretofore  adopted  of  admitting  children  to  the  schools 
without  charge,  whose  parents  were  unable  to  pay  their  tuition  fees, 
has  been  sanctioned  by  this  board,  and  a  considerable  number  have 
availed  themselves  of  the  privilege. 

We  beg  leave  to  offer  as  a  part  of  this  report,  the  subjoined  general 
account  of  the  treasurer,  showing  the  receipts  and  disbursements  dur- 
ing the  present  year ;  also  his  estimate  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
for  the  year  ensuing. 
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In  the  office  of  the  commissioners  of  public  schools  is  deposited 
his  account  current,  with  the  proper  vouchers,  for  the  inspection  of 
the  City  Council.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Stockholders  held  pursuant  to  the  charter,  on 
^  the  second  Monday  of  October,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-five,  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Rail  Road  Company  submitted  the  following  report  and  state- 
ments of  the  affairs  of  the  company  :

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Taking  the  statement  A,  and  beginning  on  the  debit  side,  it  will  be 
observed  that  the  following  are  shewn,  viz  : 

1.  That  the  item  of  "Cost  of  road  west  of  Harper's  Ferry,"  is  the 
same  as  stated  in  last  year's  report,  the  capital  being  absorbed,  and 
every  expenditure  now  incurred  being  necessarily  taken  out  of  the 
revenue.  There  has  been  expended,  however,  the  sum  of  $48,419  44 
properly  applicable  to  this  account,  being  for  settlement  of  claims  for 
right  of  w^ay,  interest  on  the  debt  to  Messrs.  Baring,  and  the  cost  of 
placing  the  money  in  England,  the  construction  of  bridges,  improve- 
ments at  depots,  and  various  other  items  ;  and  this  sum  the  board 
have  directed  to  be  considered  as  part  of  the  expenses  of  the  current 
year.  There  is  also  included  in  this  amount,  the  sum  of  $10,270  paid 
to  contractors  for  making  the  road,  which,  at  the  time  of  the  last  re- 
port, was  in  litigation  ;  so  that  the  whole  sum  now  unsettled  of  this 
class  of  debts,  amounts  to  only  $2,150. 

2.  That  the  amount  expended  in  cars,  engines,  &c.,  for  the  accom- 
modation of  the  coal  trade  has  been  $118,803  98,  which  includes  the 
sum  of  $38,216  74  disbursed  in  the  previous  year. 

3.  That  the  city  of  Baltimore  six  per  cent,  stock  has  been  reduced 
since  the  last  annual  report,  $20,000  ;  which  sum  was  set  apart  as  a 
sinking  fund,  for  the  redemption  of  the  million  loan,  incurred  on  ac- 
count of  the  construction  of  the  Washington  branch  road  ;  making, 
together  with  $15,000  heretofore  set  apart  for  the  same  purpose,  and 
the  accumulations  of  quarterly  interest  reinvested  as  they  accrue,  the 
sum  of  $37,000. 

Then  by  reference  to  the  credit  side  it  will  be  seen, 

1.  That  the  "loan  at  six  per  cent,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  stock 
in  the  Washington  branch  road,"  is  placed  at  $1,000,000,  as  it  was 
originally,  instead  of  $985,000,  as  in  last  year's  statement ;  the  board 
having  ordered  that  the  $15,000  of  bonds  belonging  to  this  account, 
which  were  cancelled,  and  upon  which,  in  October  1843,  a  "sinking 
fund,"  was  commenced,  should  be  restored,  and  placed  in  such  po- 
sition as  to  accumulate  by  the  quarterly  interest. 

2.  That  the  debt  to  Messrs.  Baring,  Brothers  &  Co.  now  stands  at 
$153,708  95,  being  $50,000  less  than  last  year.  It  may  be  proper 
here  to  remark,  that  the  remittance  of  this  sum  was  made  on  the  first 
of  May  last,  five  months  before  the  payment  was  due,  and  at  a  saving 
of  interest  for  the  difference  of  time. 

By  the  statement  B  it  will  be  seen  that  the  revenue  of  the  road  for 
the  year,  ending  the  30th  September  last,  has  amounted  to  $738,603  18, 
being  $79,983  20  more  than  the  revenue  of  last  year. 

Of  the  expenses  of  working  the  road  and  keeping  it  in  order,  shewn 
by  this  statement,  it  is  gratifying  to  observe  that,  while  there  has  been 
a  considerable  increase  in  the  trade  and  travel,  there  has  been  compar- 
atively but  a  trifling  increase  in  the  expenses ;  except  in  the  item  of 
repairs  of  bridges,  which  is  upwards  of  $49,000  greater  than  that  of 
last  year,  and  to  which  more  particular  reference  will  hereafter  be  made. 

The  net  receipts  from  the  business  of  the  Main  Stem,  over  and 
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above  the  expenses,  independently  of  its  connection  with  the  Washing- 
ton branch,  amount  to  the  sum  of  $375,785  91,  being  nearly  five  and 
a  half  per  cent,  upon  the  capital. 

Appended  to  this  report  will  be  found  a  table  showing  the  aggregate 
number  of  passengers,  and  the  amount  in  tonnage  of  the  various  arti- 
cles of  produce  and  merchandize  transported  over  the  road  in  each 
year  for  the  last  ten  years,  and  the  gross  revenue  received  from  the  same. 
This  statement  affords  gratifying  evidence  of  the  gradual  increase  of  the 
business  of  the  road  through  that  entire  period,  and  especially  since  its 
completion  to  Cumberland. 

The  statement  C  shews  the  surplus  remaining  on  hand  after  the  divi- 
dend of  last  year;  the  receipts  from  all  sources  during  the  year,  and 
the  disbursements  on  all  accounts  for  the  same  period,  together  with 
the  available  means  of  the  company  on  the  30th  ultimo. 

By  this  statement,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  company  have  on  hand 
the  following,  viz  :

Of  this,  the  board  have  applied  to  the  purposes  oY  the  sinking  fund, 
according  to  the  resolution  announced  in  the  annual  report  of  1842,  for 
the  reimbursement  of  the  loan  of  a  million  of  dollars  contracted  for  the 
construction  of  the  Washington  road,  the  sum  of  $20,000  ;  and  of  the 
balance,  they  have  determined  to  divide  among  the  stockholders  three 
dollars  on  each  share  of  stock,  payable  on  and  after  the  first  day  of 
November  next,  leaving  a  surplus  of  $34,085  98,  which  will  be  ap- 
plied as  so  much  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  debt  due  by  the  coal 
trade,  and  which  debt,  as  will  be  observed,  has  been  placed  among  the 
available  resources  of  the  company  as  borrowed  from  the  revenue. 

The  condition  of  the  track  west  of  Harper's  Ferry  is  of  the  most 
satisfactory  character.  The  trains,  both  of  passengers  and  merchan- 
dize, have  continued  to  pass  over  it  without  interruption;  and  the  cost 
of  keeping  it  in  repair  is  quite  inconsiderable.     That  portion  east  of 
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Harper's  Ferry  is  in  as  perfect  condition  as  the  nature  of  the  materials 
of  which  it  is  constructed,  renders  practicable.  Some  difficulty  has 
heretofore  been  experienced  in  procuring  the  timber  in  sufficient 
quantity  for  its  repair  from  the  Southern  States  ;  but,  it  is  hoped  that, 
in  a  short  time,  supplies  will  be  furnished  from  the  line  of  the  road, 
so  that  this  difficulty  will  be  entirely  obviated. 

It  is  manifest,  however,  that  the  increasing  business  of  the  road, 
and  especially  that  arising  from  the  prosecution  of  the  coal  trade,  will 
render  it  necessary  for  the  company  steadily  to  pursue  the  system,  com- 
menced in  1838,  of  gradually  renovating  the  entire  line  to  Harper's 
Ferry  with  a  substantial  edge  rail,  such  as  is  used  west  of  that  point ; 
and,  on  some  of  the  sections  along  the  Patapsco,  to  avoid  the  short 
curves  which  so  seriously  obstruct  the  efficiency  of  the  motive  power. 

Indeed,  a  wise  economy  would  suggest  that  the  accomplishment  of 
so  important  a  work  should  not  be  delayed  beyond  the  earliest  practi- 
cable period. 

An  accident  occurred  to  the  Harper's  Ferry  viaduct  on  the  18th 
March  last,  similar  to  that  which  happened  to  the  same  structure  on 
the  5th  of  September  previous.  On  the  evening  of  the  former  day,  as 
a  train  was  crossing — consisting  of  the  engine  Gladiator,  nine  house 
cars  loaded  with  merchandize  and  produce,  one  gondola  with  iron,  and 
ten  cars  loaded  w^ith  coal,  the  most  western  span  upon  the  curved  arm 
of  the  bridge,  on  the  main  stem  of  the  road,  suddenly  gave  way,  pre- 
cipitating into  the  river  the  gondola  and  the  ten  cars  loaded  wdth 
coal.  The  engine  and  the  remaining  portion  of  the  train  having  got 
beyond  the  pier  that  sustained  the  arch  which  fell,  passed  safely  over. 
The  conductor  of  the  train  fell  among  the  broken  timbers  into  the 
river,  but  providentially  escaped  with  but  slight  injury.  As  the 
straight  arm  of  the  bridge  remained  uninjured,  no  delay  of  conse- 
quence occurred  in  the  passage  of  the  trains  ;  so  that  the  business  of 
the  road  was  not  seriously  interrupted.  The  cars  which  fell  into  the 
river,  and  their  contents,  were  recovered,  having  suffisred  but  little 
damage  ;  and  the  arch,  before  the  close  of  the  year,  will  have  been  re- 
stored in  the  most  permanent  manner,  at  a  cost  of  about  $6,000. 
The  arch  which  had  previously  fallen,  has  been  rebuilt  in  the  same 
substantial  style,  and  has  withstood,  for  the  last  two  months,  the 
severest  tests  of  its  strength  and  sufficiency.  In  the  reconstruction 
of  both  arches,  the  opportunity  has  been  embraced  of  raising  them 
out  of  the  reach  of  high  w^ater,  of  protecting  them  securely  from  the 
weather,  and  rendering  them  in  every  part  accessible  to  constant  and 
minute  inspection. 

The  recurrence  of  such  an  accident,  as  w^ill  be  readily  supposed, 
created  the  most  lively  anxiety  in  the  minds  of  the  board,  both  as  to 
the  durability  of  the  bridges  along  the  entire  route,  and  the  principle 
upon  which  they  were  constructed.  They  accordingly  ordered  the 
most  rigid  scrutiny  to  be  instituted  upon  both  these  points,  and  the 
result  of  that  examination  has  tended  to  confirm  the  opinion  expressed 
in  their  former  report,  of  the  correctness  of  the  principle  of  construction. 
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In  regard  to  the  immediate  cause  of  the  last  accident,  it  appeared, 
upon  a  close  examination  of  all  the  circumstances,  to  have  been  due  in 
part  to  defective  workmanship,  and  the  unsound  state  of  a  part  of  the 
timber  v^hich  could  not  readily  be  inspected,  and  which  had  escaped 
the  attention  of  the  supervisor,  at  the  time  it  was  placed  in  the  work. 
It  was  also  attributable  in  part  to  the  premature  removal,  by  a  sudden 
flood  in  the  river,  of  the  temporary  supports  which  had  been  put  under 
the  arch  during  its  repair,  and  for  assisting  it  while  deprived  of  the 
counter-thrust  of  the  adjacent  span,  which  had  not  then  been  recon- 
structed. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  it  was  necessary  to  hasten  the  finishing 
of  the  bridges  along  the  route,  in  order  to  avoid  delay  in  the  opening 
of  the  road  to  Cumberland  ;  and,  the  difficulty  which  attended  the  pro- 
curing of  the  proper  description  of  timber  in  sufficient  quantities,  made, 
in  some  instances,  a  very  rigid  inspection,  scarcely  practicable.  Under 
all  these  circumstances,  the  board,  taking  into  consideration  the  para- 
mount necessity  of  preventing  any  apprehension  on  the  part  of  travel- 
lers for  their  personal  safety,  and  the  certainty  that  the  increase  of  the 
trade,  and  the  consequent  more  frequent  passage  of  trains  of  increased 
weight,  would  render  it  imperatively  necessary  that  these  structures 
should  be  placed  in  the  most  perfect  condition,  have  had  them  all  so 
thoroughly  refitted  and  strengthened  as  to  secure  them  effectually 
against  the  recurrence  of  similar  casualties  for  the  future. 

The  outlay  incident  to  the  accomplishment  of  this  important  object, 
and  which,  in  strictness,  is  indeed  a  part  of  the  capital  or  cost  of  con- 
struction of  the  work,  will  account  for  the  greatly  increased  expendi- 
ture of  the  last  over  that  of  the  preceding  year,  for  the  same  purpose. 
It  will  also  be  borne  in  mind,  that  as  the  first  accident  occurred  in  Sep- 
tember 1844,  just  previous  to  the  termination  of  the  financial  year,  no 
portion  of  the  expense  of  its  repair  was  included  in  the  statement  of 
that  year. 

The  expenditures  under  this  head  for  the  coming  year,  will  be  very 
much  below  those  of  the  past.  The  work  which  remains  to  be  done, 
will  have  for  its  object,  not  the  strengthening  of  the  bridges,  the  se- 
curity of  which  in  this  respect  is  complete,  but  in  protecting  them 
more  perfectly  from  the  weather,  and  preparing  them  to  perform  their 
duty  for  a  long  period,  without  further  cost  than  must  necessarily  be 
attendant  upon  the  maintenance  of  every  structure,  composed  of  perish- 
able materials. 

We  must  not  omit  to  mention  that  a  considerable  proportion  of  the 
present  year's  expense,  under  this  head,  is  for  materials  now  on  hand 
for  work  still  to  be  done ;  and,  therefore,  in  fact,  chargeable  to  the  op- 
erations of  the  ensuing  year. 

We  may  also  observe  that  it  is  not  surprising,  nor  calculated  to  ex- 
cite mistrust,  that  these  bridges  have  required  to  be  strengthened,  when 
it  is  considered  that,  owing  to  the  increase  in  the  weight  of  the  trains, 
they  are  daily  bearing  a  burthen  equal  to  that  which  they  were  original- 
ly designed  to  sustain  only  at  rare  intervals.    This  great  increase  in  the

weight  of  trains  has  indeed  taken  phice  on  most  of  the  railways  of  the 
United  States,  and  with  similar  effects  upon  their  timber  bridges,  the 
entire  reconstruction  of  which,  upon  several  important  lines,  has  be- 
come necessary — and  at  a  cost  far  exceeding  that  of  refitting  and 
strengthening  those  upon  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road,  when  the 
number  of  the  bridges,  and  the  mode  of  their  repair  are  considered. 

The  other  appurtenances  of  the  road,  together  with  the  cars,  en- 
gines, and  other  machinery,  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

The  heavy  engines,  of  22  tons  weight,  built  for  the  coal  trade  at  the 
manufactory  of  Mr.  Winans  in  this  city,  have  proved  themselves  very 
valuable  machines,  of  great  power,  and  simplicity  of  construction, 
easily  maintained  in  repair  and  burning  the  Cumberland  coal  in  the 
most  satisfactory  manner ;  and,  in  this  last  particular,  solving  a  question 
of  much  interest  in  the  economy  of  the  company's  transportation. 
The  general  result  of  the  transportation  of  coal  thus  far  has  been  to 
demonstrate  the  sufficiency  of  the  estimates  of  its  cost  heretofore  made 
by  the  company's  engineers,  and  thus  to  encourage  the  board  to  enter 
as  largely  into  its  transportation  as  circumstances  may  shew  to  be  ex- 
pedient. The  quantity  of  coal  transported  during  the  past  year  has 
indeed,  from  a  variety  of  causes,  fallen  very  far  short  of  that  agreed  to 
be  furnished  by  the  company  with  whom  the  contract  for  its  carriage 
was  made.  Other  companies  in  Alleghany  are  now,  however,  pre- 
paring to  enter  largely  upon  the  working  of  their  mines  ;  and,  unlike 
the  company  first  referred  to,  v>'hich  divides  the  produce  of  its  mines 
between  its  own  furnaces  and  the  sea  board  market,  will  devote  them- 
selves exclusively  to  the  supply  of  the  market,  and  from  a  vein  of 
coal  much  more  readily  wrought.  All  these  companies  are  looking  to 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  for  the  transportation  of  their  coal, 
and  are  preparing  lateral  railways  of  their  own  to  connect  with  it  at 
Cumberland.  The  board  have  entered  into  a  contract  with  the  most 
considerable  of  these  companies,  (the  Maryland  Mining  Company,)  to 
transport,  in  annually  increasing  quantities,  to  the  extent  of  52,500 
tons  of  coal,  which,  together  with  what  the  other  companies,  including 
the  Mount  Savage  Company  will  contribute,  may  amount  within  a  year 
or  two,  to  100,000  tons  or  upv/ards.  The  transportation  of  this  large 
tonnage,  w^hich  will  be  swelled  by  a  considerable  amount  of  other 
heavy  commodities,  from  the  outer  depot  to  tide  water,  has  occupied 
the  serious  attention  of  the  board;  and,  under  the  ordinance  of  the  city, 
approved  April  19,  1845,  they  have  had  surveys  of  all  the  practicable 
routes,  made  during  the  past  summer,  and  have  a  full  report  upon  them 
from  the  engineer  department,  which  they  have  now  under  considera- 
tion. 

Subsequent  to  the  last  annual  report,  the  attention  of  the  board  was 
called,  by  numerous  petitions  from  persons  engaged  in  the  flour  trade, 
to  the  fact  that,  in  consequence  of  the  low  rates  of  toll  charged  by  the 
Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal,  that  article  was  being  rapidly  diverted 
from  this  market  to  the  District  of  Columbia  ;  and,  praying  that  the 
board  would  reduce  the  rate  upon  the  rail  road,  to  such  a  point  as 
would  prevent  that  diversion. 
14 
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The  flour  trade  has  always  been  considered  of  great  importance 
the  prosperity  of  the  city  of  Baltimore ;  and,  as  long  as  the  communi- 
cation with  the  interior  was  kept  up  by  turnpikes,  almost  the  entire 
product  of  Maryland,  and  of  a  considerable  portion  of  Pennsylvania 
and  Virginia,  was  brought  to  this  market.  This  circumstance,  as  is 
well  known  to  those  familiar  with  the  early  history  of  this  city,  con- 
tributed essentially  to  its  rapid  increase  in  commerce,  wealth  and  popu- 
lation ;  but,  the  construction  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  along 
the  western  border  of  Maryland,  and  of  the  Cumberland  valley  rail 
road  from  Chambersburg  to  Philadelphia,  had  already  diverted  a  very 
considerable  portion  of  the  article  from  this  market ;  so  that  the  inspec- 
tions of  several  years  past,  instead  of  increasing  with  the  growth  and 
settlement  of  the  country,  are  scarcely  equal  to  those  of  a  very  early 
period.  Any  further  diversion  of  this  important  trade  was,  therefore, 
regarded  with  alarm  ;  and,  under  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  the 
board  deemed  it  to  be  their  duty  to  consider  the  applications  made  to 
them  for  a  reduction  of  tolls,  not  so  much  with  reference  to  profit  as  to 
the  preservation  of  the  trade.  It  was  evident  also,  that,  if  this  par- 
ticular article  w^ere  diverted  to  another  market,  a  very  considerable  por- 
tion of  business  necessarily  connected  with  it,  and  growing  out  of  it, 
would  also  be  diverted  ;  and,  the  result  would  prove  not  only  a  very 
serious  injury  to  the  city,  but  an  absolute  loss  to  the  company  of  the 
revenue  which  might  otherwise  be  derived  from  the  return  trade.  It 
was,  therefore,  resolved  that  the  rates  of  toll  upon  this  article,  should 
be  reduced  along  that  portion  of  the  road  which  is  adjacent  to  the 
Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal,  to  such  a  point  as  would  compensate  for 
the  expense  of  transportation. 

It  is  believed  that  this  measure  has  had  the  salutary  influence  ex- 
pected from  it,  and  there  is  reason  to  anticipate  that,  when  the  mills 
will  be  enabled  to  grind,  the  quantity  of  flour  which  will  be  brought  to 
this  market,  during  the  present  season,  will  be  materially  increased. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  very  low  rates  charged  by  the  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio  Canal  Company  for  the  transportation  of  this  article,  to  the  cities 
of  the  District,  do  not  afford  a  remunerating  revenue,  by  which  that 
company  might  be  enabled  to  meet  its  obligations  to  the  State  of  Mary- 
land ;  and  that,  while  this  is  the  case,  its  policy,  at  the  same  time,  had 
the  unjust  effect  of  abstracting  trade  from  the  city  of  Baltimore,  to 
wdiich  the  State  was  looking,  in  a  very  great  degree,  for  the  means,  by 
taxation,  of  paying  the  interest  upon  the  debt  contracted  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  canal.  If  the  rate  charged  by  the  canal  were  an  ad- 
equate one,  and  had  been  made  with  a  view  to  its  obligations  to  the 
State,  the  city  of  Baltimore  would  have  less  right  to  complain,  what- 
ever might  be  the  injury  she  suffered  in  other  respects  ;  but  when  she 
was  heavily  taxed  for  the  construction  of  a  work  which,  at  the  same 
time,  deprived  her  of  the  means  of  paying  that  tax,  the  evil  was  one 
which  it  was  supposed  would  readily  call  for  the  interference  of  the 
State,  the  only  authority  which  could  exercise  a  sufficient  control  over 
the  subject.     Accordingly  an  opportunity  was  afforded  by  certain  inter- 
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rogatories  propounded  by  the  Senate,  at  the  last  session,  to  present  the 
views  and  wishes  of  this  company  in  regard  to  a  mutual  adjustment 
of  tolls  between  the  two  companies,  upon  all  the  articles  which  might 
be  offered  for  transportation.  A  copy  of  the  answer  to  these  interroga- 
tories will  be  found  appended  to  this  report.  From  the  answer  to  the 
second  interrogatory,  it  will  be  observed  that  this  company  was  willing 
to  enter  into  an  arrangement  by  which  the  canal  should  enjoy  the  ex- 
clusive transportation  of  coal,  iron,  and  such  articles  as  it  was  supposed, 
at  the  period  of  its  commencement,  would  belong  legitimately  to  it ; 
provided  the  canal  company  would  place  such  rates  upon  other  articles, 
the  produce  of  the  soil,  as  would  afford  some  revenue  to  the  State  in 
case  they  were  carried  by  the  canal  or  otherwise  be  transferred  to  the 
rail  road. 

No  action  of  the  legislature  grew  out  of  this  proposition,  and  the 
whole  subject  remains  in  its  original  state.

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These  statements  shew  the  net  earnings  for  the  year  ending  the  30th 
ultimo,  to  be  $95,094  65,  nearly  six  per  cent,  upon  the  capital ;  which 
added  to  the  surplus  of  the  preceding  year,  amounting  to  $11,795  19, 
make  an  aggregate  of  $106,889  84. 

Of  this  sum,  the  board  divided  three  dollars  per  share  in  April  last ; 
and  they  have  determined  to  divide  the  same  amount  for  the  six  months 
ending  the  30th  ultimo,  payable  on  and  after  the  1st  of  November  next. 

The  sum  paid  to  the  State  for  the  six  months  from  the  1st  July  1844, 
to  the  1st  of  January  1845,  being  one-fifth  of  the  gross  receipts  from 
passengers,  amounted  to  $17,264  89;  and  from  the  1st  of  January 
1845,  to  the  1st  of  July  1845,  to  $21,434  54,  making  together 
$38,699  43. 

It  will  be  observed  that  if  to  this  sum  of  $38,699  43  be  added 
$33,000,  the  amount  of  dividend  to  be  received  by  the  State  from  the 
Washington  road;  $15,000,  the  dividend  to  be  received  from  the 
Main  Stem;  $1,269  60  regularly  remitted  to  London  as  the  interest 
on  c£5,250,  the  amount  of  the  sterling  bonds  sold  on  account  of  the 
State's  subscription  of  $3,000,000 — it  will  be  seen  that,  during  the 
year,  the  State  has  received  the  aggregate  sum  of  $87,969  03,  being 
nearly  nine  per  cent,  upon  her  investment  in  both  roads. 

The  slight  decrease  in  the  gross  receipts  of  this  road  during  the  past 
year,  as  compared  with  those  of  the  year  previous,  will  be  accounted 
for  from  the  circumstance  that  numerous  political  conventions  were 
held  in  this  city  during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1844,  which  con- 
tributed very  largely  to  the  extraordinary  receipts  of  the  road.  As 
compared  with  the  year  1843,  there  appears  to  be  a  steady  increase  in 
the  revenue  derived  from  ordinary  sources ;  and,  it  is  believed,  that 
the  present  rates  of  fare,  combined  with  the  fact  that  the  stages,  which 
have  heretofore  been  running  in  competition  with  this  road,  have 
been  withdrawn,  will  have  the  effect  of  materially  increasing  it  for 
the  future. 

Complaints  having  been,  for  some  time,  made  by  the  public  on  ac- 
count of  the  rate  of  fare  charged  upon  this  branch,  the  legislature  of 
Maryland,  at  its  last  session,  authorized  the  board  to  reduce  the  fare, 
in  its  discretion,  to  a  point  not  below  $1  50  for  the  entire  distance 
between  the  cities  of  Baltimore  and  Washington ;  to  go  into  effect  on 
the  1st  of  June  last.  The  board,  feeling  the  responsibility  thereby 
devolved  upon  them,  for  a  time  hesitated  to  conform  in  any  degree  to 
the  provisions  of  the  law,  believing,  as  they  did,  that  the  experiments 
made  with  low  fares  upon  roads  passing  through  a  dense  population, 
occupied  chiefly  in  mechanical  or  commercial  pursuits,  could  not  w^ith 
safety  be  applied  to  one  which  penetrated  a  district  w^here  the  popula- 
tion was  sparse,  and  occupied  almost  entirely  with  agriculture.  It  is 
due,  however,  to  many  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  board  to  say  that  they 
entertained  a  different  opinion ;  and  that,  although  the  deficiency 
which  would  occur  by  the  reduction  of  the  fare  might  not  be  made  up 
from  the  increased  travel  drawn  from  the  immediate  line  of  the  road) 
yet  they  contended  that  such  increase  would  occur  from  other  quarters 
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more  remote,  the  inevitable  tendency  of  low  fares  being  to  create  travel. 
A  majority  of  the  board,  at  length,  consented  to  make  the  experiment 
of  a  lower  rate ;  and,  at  their  regular  meeting  in  July,  resolved  to  re- 
duce the  fare  to  two  dollars,  both  for  the  through  and  round  trip  tickets. 
The  result  of  this  experiment  was  such  as  to  convince  those  who  had 
previously  doubted,  of  their  error,  inasmuch  as  the  revenue,  so  far 
from  being  diminished,  w^as  actually  increased  over  that  of  the  corres- 
ponding period  last  year  ;  and,  that  too  while  the  line  of  stages,  which 
had  existed  for  some  time  between  the  two  cities,  continued  to  run 
with  no  very  sensible  diminution  of  travel.  Under  these  circumstances, 
the  board  being,  at  the  same  time,  sensible  that  the  round  trip  ticket 
was,  in  many  instances,  made  use  of  for  the  most  fraudulent  imposition, 
caused  estimates  to  be  made  of  what  would  be  the  state  of  the  revenue 
if  the  fare  were  reduced  to  four  cents  per  mile;  the  round  trip  disc^- 
tinued,  and  the  stages  withdrawn.  These  estimates  were  sufficieMy 
satisfactory  to  justify  the  experiment  of  a  further  reduction:  and,  accord- 
ingly, at  their  regular  monthly  meeting  in  September,  it  was  determined 
that,  from  and  after  the  15th  of  that  month,  the  fare  should  be  reduced 
to  $1  60  between  the  two  cities,  or  at  the  rate  of  four  cents  per  mile, 
and  the  round  trip  ticket  be  discontinued.  The  short  time  which  has 
elapsed  since  the  adoption  of  this  policy  does  not  afford,  perhaps,  a 
sufficient  test  of  its  correctness ;  but,  up  to  this  time,  the  number  of 
passengers  has  considerably  augmented,  and  the  revenue  has  mani- 
festly increased  over  that  of  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year. 

One  of  the  results  arising  from  the  reduction  of  the  rate  of  fare,  of 
by  no  means  inferior  consequence,  will  be  found  in  the  fact  that  one 
of  the  most  serious  objections  to  granting  the  right  of  way  on  the  part 
of  the  State  of  Virginia  will  be  entirely  obviated.  So  important,  in- 
deed, was  it  considered  by  the  legislature  of  that  State  at  its  last  ses- 
sion, that  it  was  made  a  special  condition,  in  the  law  passed  on  that 
occasion,  that  the  fare  on  this  road  should  be  reduced  to  the  point  at 
which  it  is  now^  placed. 

It  is  also  gratifying  to  observe,  that  the  bonus  accruing  to  the  State 
will  be  considerably  augmented  by  the  increasing  travel  over  the  road, 
and  fully  justifies  the  wisdom  of  the  policy  which  led  to  the  enact- 
ment of  the  law  authorizing  the  reduction. 

The  condition  of  the  tracks  upon  this  road  is  also  entirely  satisfac- 
tory, the  cost  for  repairs  is  comparatively  light,  and  its  general  ad- 
ministration, it  is  believed,  will  compare  favorably  with  any  other  road 
in  this  country. 

Of  the  further  extension,  of  the  Road  to  the  Ohio  River, 

The  board  have  again  to  express  their  regret  that  the  obstacles 
which  have  heretofore  existed  to  the  extension  of  the  road  from  Cum- 
berland to  the  Ohio  river,  still  continue.  It  is  true,  as  the  stockholders 
are  aware,  that  a  law  was  passed  by  the  Virginia  legislature,  at  its 
last  session,  authorizing  the  company  to  extend  its  work  to  the  Ohio 
river,  to  terminate  at  the  city  of  Wheeling ;  but  the  route  indicated 
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by  that  law  was  considered  so  impracticable  for  any  useful  purpose, 
and  its  other  conditions  were  so  onerous,  that,  at  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  called  for  its  consideration,  on  the  12th  of  July  last,  it 
was  almost  unanimously  rejected.  An  effort  was  also  made  by  the 
citizens  of  western  Pennsylvania,  to  procure  from  the  legislature  of 
that  State,  at  its  last  session,  a  law  authorizing  this  company  to  ex- 
tend its  work  to  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  but  without  success.  The  citi- 
zens of  a  considerable  portion  of  both  these  States  seem  to  be  fully 
awake  to  the  accomplishment  of  this  important  object,  and  will  make 
renewed  and  more  vigorous  efforts  for  that  purpose  at  the  next  session 
of  their  respective  legislatures.  A  convention  has  recently  been  held 
at  Greensburg,  in  Pennsylvania,  composed  of  a  large  number  of  de- 
legates from  the  western  portion  of  that  State,  which  indicated  the 
most  decisive  spirit  upon  this  subject  ;  and,  it  is  confidently,  hoped 
thB  their  efforts  will  not  be  unsuccessful. 

Indeed,  a  proper  and  candid  consideration  of  the  subject  would, 
it  is  submitted,  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  not  only  the  western,  but 
the  eastern  interests  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  especially  those 
of  Philadelphia,  are  most  seriously  involved  in  it.  The  construction  of 
a  canal  leading  from  Cincinnati  through  the  State  of  Ohio  to  Lake 
Erie,  has  already  diverted  a  very  considerable  portion  of  the  trade  of 
the  valley  of  the  Mississippi  from  Philadelphia  to  New^  York.  Mer- 
chandize has  been  transported  from  the  latter  place,  during  the  present 
season,  to  Cincinnati,  at  a  much  lower  rate  than  it  would  have  cost  to 
the  same  point  by  way  of  the  Pennsylvania  canals  and  the  Ohio  river. 
The  completion  of  the  rail  road  from  Cincinnati  to  Sandusky,  on  Lake 
Erie,  which  is  now  in  active  progress,  must  inevitably  divert  the  stream 
of  travel  from  the  great  West  to  New  York  and  Boston,  and  it  will 
scarcely  be  denied  that,  when  it  reaches  those  cities,  the  inducements 
which  will  be  held  out  to  merchants  in  their  purchases  there,  will  be 
quite  sufficient  to  prevent  them  from  going  to  Philadelphia ;  whereas, 
on  the  other  hand,  if,  by  the  completion  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Rail  Road  to  Pittsburg,  the  travel  is  drawn  towards  Baltimore,  what- 
ever benefit  may  result  to  her,  a  very  large  proportion  must  undoubtedly 
accrue  to  Philadelphia.  In  this  particular  at  least,  the  interests  of  the 
two  cities  are  identified;  and,  instead  of  regarding  each  other  with  a 
jealous  distrust,  they  should  be  found  uniting  with  hearty  and  un- 
tiring energy  against  the  efforts  of  their  northern  rivals — New  York 
and  Boston.  Other  considerations  why  the  best  interests  of  Pennsylvania 
would  be  promoted  by  a  liberal  policy  on  her  part  towards  this  com- 
pany, could  be  adduced  ;  but,  at  present,  they  might  be  considered 
out  of  place. 

In  regard  to  Virginia,  it  is  hard  to  believe  that  she  will  continue  to 
pursue  a  policy  which,  it  is  believed,  is  without  a  parallel  in  any  other 
of  the  States  of  the  Union. 

New  Hampshire  has,  in  three  different  instances,  given  the  right  of 
way  to  lines  of  rail  road  terminating  in  Massachusetts.  Massachu- 
setts has  permitted,  in  thiee  cases,  the  extension  of  lines  from  cities 
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on  the  coast  of  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island  into  her  limits.  New 
York  has  allowed  the  construction  of  the  great  western  line  running 
from  Troy  and  Albany  towards  Boston,  and  has  also  permitted  her 
great  southern  route  to  Lake  Erie  to  be  tapped  at  Elmira  ;•  thereby 
forming  a  connection  with  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore.  Pennsylvania 
has,  by  the  Susquehanna  and  Tide  Water  Canal,  and  the  Baltimore  and 
Susquehanna  Rail  Road,  permitted  a  connection  to  be  made  by  Balti- 
more with  her  whole  system  of  public  works.  Indiana  has  allowed 
the  White  Water  Canal  to  terminate  at  Cincinnati.  Maryland  has, 
also,  given  a  most  signal  example  of  liberality  to  a  great  enterprise  by 
permitting  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal,  which  traverses  200 
miles  of  her  territory,  to  terminate  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  And 
finally,  the  road  leading  from  Charleston  in  South  Carolina,  passing 
through  Georgia,  Tennessee  and  Kentucky,  and  looking  to  Cincinnati 
as  its  termination,  completes  the  catalogue.  Virginia  alone  of  all  the 
States  seems  to  stand  aloof  from  so  liberal  a  policy,  and  to  regard 
the  appeals  of  even  her  own  citizens  upon  this  subject  with  indifference. 

If  it  were  possible  to  draw  the  trade  of  the  great  west  to  her  capitol 
by  means  of  the  James  River  and  Kenhawa  Canal,  there  might,  per- 
haps, be  some  force  in  the  arguments  used  for  not  granting  to  this  com- 
pany the  right  of  way  ;  but  who,  that  is  at  all  familiar  with  the  growing 
greatness  of  the  Mississippi  valley,  can  for  a  moment  suppose  such  a 
result  to  be  possible? 

It  is  not  beyond  the  range  of  a  brief  memory  since  almost  the  entire 
region  of  country  watered  by  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  rivers,  now 
teeming  with  millions  of  human  beings,  and  rejoicing  in  the  comforst 
and  blessings  of  civilization,  abode  in  primeval  solitude ;  and,  who 
now  can  foresee,  what  will  be  the  resources  of  this  vast  region  within 
a  few  short  years  to  come  ?  As  it  has  been,  so  will  it  again  be  be- 
yond the  conception  of  the  most  enthusiastic  mind. 

Enough  however,  is  known  to  render  it  a  matter  of  absolute  cer- 
tainty that  sufficient  will  be  found  to  justify  the  most  sanguine  antici- 
pations, predicated  of  all  the  great  schemes  of  internal  improvement  of 
the  present  day.  In  this  view  of  the  subject,  it  cannot  be  doubted 
that  the  Virginia  legislature,  at  its  next  session,  will  grant  the  privi- 
lege of  the  right  of  way,  unembarrassed  by  onerous  and  oppressive 
conditions. 

To  the  city  of  Baltimore,  the  completion  of  this  work  to  the  Ohio 
river  is  an  object  of  the  most  earnest  solicitude. 

Since  the  completion  of  the  lock  and  dam  navigation  on  the  Monon- 
gahela,  rendering  the  communication  between  Pittsburg  and  Browns- 
ville expeditious  and  easy,  much  the  largest  portion  of  the  western 
travel  has  been  diverted  from  other  routes  to  this  city ;  and,  during 
the  winter  season,  when  the  Pennsylvania  and  New  York  canals  are 
closed,  this  road  is  beginning  to  be  regarded  as  the  cheapest  and  most 
desirable  route  for  the  transportation  of  merchandize,  between  the 
Atlantic  seaboard  and  the  west.

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These  results  are,  however,  but  the  small  dust  of  the  balance,  com- 
pared with  those  which  may  be  expected  when  the  work  is  completed 
to  the  Ohio  river. 

The  experience  of  the  past  gives  glorious  promise  of  the  future ; 
and,  the  tide  of  prosperity,  which  has  already  set  in  upon  us,  the  evi- 
dences of  which  greet  us  on  every  hand,  will  continue  to  flow  with  a 
constantly  increasing  volume,  until  Baltimore  shall  become,  what 
nature  originally  intended  her  to  be,  second  to  none  of  the  cities  of 
the  Union.

alone,  if  finished  from  the  same  to  the  same  ;  and  further,  to  state,  whether 
the  rail  road  company  would  agree  to  take  a  proportion  ;  and,  if  so,  what, 
of  the  stock  of  a  company,  if  incorporated,  to  make  a  rail  road  from 
Cumberland  to  the  Frostburg  mines.

ON  THE  Main  Stem  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road,"  recently 
submitted  to  the  house  of  delegates  of  Maryland,  in  obedience  to  an  order 
from   that  body,  between  Cumberland  and  dam  No.  6,  a  distance  of  45 
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miles,  at  all  times,  without  requiring  a  stipulation  for  equal  daily  quantities, 
and  would  be  willing  to  increase  its  machinery  for  that  purpose,  according 
to  the  growth  and  requirements  of  the  trade ;  and,  except  so  far  as  may  be

REPORT 


OF   THE 


BALTIMORE    AND    SUSQUEHANNA 

RAIL    ROAD    COMPANY. 


To  Col.  Jacob  G.  Davie s, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  : 

The  President  and  Directors  of  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna 
Rail  Road  Company,  have  the  honor  to  submit  their  Eighteenth 
Annual  Report  of  the  operations  of  the  Company. 

The  statements  hereto  annexed,  Nos.  1,  2,  and  3,  will  shew  : 

1.  The  aggregate  amounts  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
Company,  from  its  organization  to  the  4th  October,  1845. 

2.  The  revenue  and  expenses  of  the  year,  from  the  1st  October, 
1844,  to  the  30th  September,  1845. 

3.  The  amounts  earned  and  received  within  the  last  mentioned 
period,  for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  of  produce  and  merchan- 
dize, and  of  the  U.  S.  Mail,  together  with  those  items  of  expenditure 
which  are  generally  charged  under  the  head  of  expenses  proper  of 
transportation. 

These  statements  shew  the  following  increase  in  the  transportation 
over  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna,  and  the  Wrightsville,  York,  and 
Gettysburg  Rail  Roads,  as  compared  with  the  operations  of  the  year 
immediately  preceding,  viz : 
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In  the  last  annual  report  it  was  stated  that  a  large  amount  was 
required  to  be  appropriated  to  the  reconstruction  and  repairs  of  bridges. 
The  principal  structure  of  this  kind  on  the  road,  the  bridge  at  the  first 
crossing  of  the  Gunpowder  after  leaving  Baltimore,  having  a  length 
of  320  feet  has  since  been  entirely  renewed.     Two  other  bridges,  of 
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170  and  150  feet  span,  have  also  been  rebuilt,  besides  several  others 
of  smaller  dimensions.  It  was  apprehended  that  other  large  bridges 
would  require  to  be  t^ken  down  and  replaced  by  new  structures,  but 
by  a  judicious  system  of  repairs,  they  have,  at  a  comparatively  small 
cost,  been  strengthened  and  put  in  a  condition  of  perfect  safety,  which 
will  render  them  serviceable  for  some  time  to  come.  The  amount  ex- 
pended for  renewal  and  repairs  of  bridges,  from  the  1st  October,  1844 
to  the  30th  September,  1845,  was  $16,875  52;  and  it  is  estimated 
that  the  work  completed  or  in  progress  at  the  latter  date,  would  cost 
the  further  sum  of  $7,000. 

The  repairs  of  the  road,  exclusive  of  those  of  bridges,  though  ex- 
tensive, have  cost  less  by  $1,200  than  during  the  previous  year;  the 
aggregate  expenditures  under  this  head  being  $21,090  81.  The 
whole  of  the  main  line  of  track,  not  including  the  Westminster 
Branch,  has  been  kept  in  good  order,  and  the  trains  have,  it  is 
believed,  continued  to  run  throughout  the  year,  with  as  much  regu- 
larity, and  with  as  little  interruption,  as  on  any  rail  road  in  the  United 
States. 

The  condition  of  the  Westminster  Branch  of  the  road  has  been  re- 
peatedly explained  in  the  annual  reports  of  the  Board,  to  which  refe- 
rence is  respectfully  made.     Nothing  has  been  done  on  this  branch 
-  since  the  last  report,  further  than  to  keep  it  as  heretofore  in  such 
repair,  as  enabled  it  to  be  used  for  passenger  travel  in  light  cars,  with 
horse  powder.     The  cost  of  these  repairs  is  included   in  the  amount 
given   above,  as  the  entire  charge  for  "  repairs  of  road."     To   this 
extent,  the  track  has  already  been  kept  open  for  a  longer  period  than 
the  Board  have  supposed  would  be  practicable.     The  Board  cannot 
but  express  their  regret  that  the  want  of  means,  applicable  to  such  an 
object,  prevents  the  continuation  of  this  branch,  as  originally  designed, 
to  Westminster.     If  it  were  even  extended  as  far  as  Reisterstown,  a 
few  miles  beyond  the  present  termination  at  Owings'  Mills,  and  the 
present  track  were  relaid  so  as  to  bear  the  running  of  the  lighter  class 
;  of  locomotives,  the  Board  are  convinced,  that  whilst  a  great  accom- 
i  modation  would  be  afforded  to  those  living  on  the  line  of  the  road, 
'  and  near  its  terminus,  the  receipts  from   it  would  more  than  pay  the 
interest  on  the  amount  required  to  be  so  expended,  and  thus  give 
;  some  return  on  the  capital  originally  invested  in  the  work.

In  the  above  amount  of  §410  93  is  included  a  note  for  §92  93, 
given  under  the  circumstances  explained  in  previous  reports,  for  the 
debts  due  by  the  Wrightsville,  York  and  Gettysburg  Rail  Road  Com- 
pany, for  the  completion  of  the  rail  road  between  York  and  Wrights- 
ville. 

In  the  last  annual  report,  the  hope  was  expressed  that,  notwith- 
standing the  heavy  expenses  which  it  w^as  known  the  Company  would 
necessarily  incur  during  the  year  which  has  since  passed,  the  net 
revenue  to  be  paid  to  the  State  would  not  be  less  than  the  amount  that 
had  been  paid  in  the  previous  year.  It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  the 
Board  are  enabled  to  say  that  this  hope  has  been  realized  ;  for  although 
the  accounts  herewith  submitted,  being  to  the  30th  of  September,  do 
not  shew  any  payments  to  the  State,  there  has  been  paid  into  the 
treasury  since  that  date,  and  within  the  fiscal  year  of  the  State,  the 
sum  of  §20,000. 

By  the  provisions  of  various  Acts  of  Assembly,  which,  on  their 
acceptance  by  the  stockholders,  became  incorporated  into  the  charter 
of  the  Company,  the  road  and  all  the  property  and  effects  of  the  Com- 
pany are  mortgaged  to  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  their  entire  net 
revenue  under  existing  circumstances,  is  to  be  paid  into  the  State 
treasury.  The  President  and  Directors  have  never  lost  sight  of  the 
obhgations  thus  assumed  by  the  Company,  and  it  has  been  their  con- 
stant and  earnest  desire  to  adopt  such  measures  only  as  were  consis- 
tent with  the  provisions  of  the  charter  and  the  laws  of  the  State,  and 
were  in  their  judgment  best  calculated  to  augment  the  revenue  of  the 
Company.  But  as  the  practice  which  has  prevailed  on  this,  as  on 
many  other  rail  roads,  of  making  out  a  separate  account  of  the  revenue 
and  expenses  of  the  transportation  department,  in  order  to  shew  what 
may  be  considered  the  actual  cost  of  transporting  passengers  and 
freight,  may  have  created  an  impression  that  none  but  the  expenses 
embraced  in  such  a  statement  are  justly  chargeable  to  the  revenue  of 
the  Company,  the  Board  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  respect- 
fully to  offer  a  brief  explanation  of  their  views,  and  of  the  policy 
which  they  have  pursued. 

The  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road,  and  the  Rail  Roads  in 
Pennsylvania  connected  therewith,  in  which  this  Company  has  an  in- 
terest, having  been  some  years  since  opened  for  public  use,  this  Board 
have  not  felt  at  liberty  to  make  any  expenditures,  except  for  objects 
indispensably  necessary  for  carrying  on,  in  a  proper  and  economical 
manner,  the  operations  of  the  transportation  department ;  although  they 
could  designate  several  improvements  of  a  permanent  character  that 
might  be  made  with  advantage,  if  the  Board  were  justified  in  under- 
taking them.  They  have  therefore  confined  themselves  to  the  keeping 
of  the  road  and  machinery  in  due  repair,  and  to  the  giving  of  the  ne- 
cessary facilities  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  of  produce 
and  merchandize  over  it.  For  the  latter  purpose,  there  is  required  on 
this,  as  on  all  other  Rail  Roads,  a  sufiflcient  number  of  engines  and 
cars  to  transport  with  certainty,  and  within  a  reasonable  period^  all 
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the  freight  that  may  regularly  offer ;  and  there  must  also  be  an  ade- 
quate length  of  side  tracks  on  the  road  and  at  the  depots,  to  enable 
trains  to  meet  and  pass  each  other  at  suitable  points,  and  cars  to  be 
loaded  and  unloaded  without  unnecessary  detention,  so  that  all  the 
cars  may  be  as  constantly  employed  on  the  road,  and  may  make  as 
frequent  trips  as  possible. 

On  general  principles  it  is  held  that  if  there  be  a  certain  amount  of 
trade  on  a  Rail  Road,  and  the  number  of  cars  provided  to  transport  it 
will  just  suffice  for  its  accommodation,  it  cannot  be  expected  that  this 
trade  will  be  retained  should  there  be  a  regular  and  natural  increase 
in  the  quantity  of  freight  offering  itself,  whilst  the  means  of  transpor- 
tation remain  the  same.  For  since  no  exclusive  use  of  the  road  could 
be  given  to  one  portion  of  the  community  comprising  the  first  custo- 
mers, but  the  Rail  Road  Company  would  be  held  bound  to  forward  all 
produce  and  merchandize  in  the  order  of  time  in  which  it  might  be 
delivered  to  them,  the  consequence  would  be  that  transportation  could 
not  be  carried  on  w^ith  any  regularity ;  and  no  calculation  could  be 
made  on  freight  being  forwarded  within  any  definite  period.  All  per- 
sons engaged  in  any  extensive  business  would  then  seek  out  other 
modes  of  conveyance,  to  avoid  the  continual  disappointments  to  which 
they  would  be  subjected,  and  w^ould  altogether  desert  the  road.  To 
keep  up  the  transportation  on  the  road  to  any  given  amount,  it  is 
therefore  just  as  necessary  that  means  be  supplied  to  accommodate 
any  regular  increase  in  the  trade  passing  over  it,  as  it  is  that  the  stock 
of  locomotive  and  cars  which,  without  such  increase,  would  have  been 
sufficient,  should  be  kept  in  repair. 

In  the  case  of  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  Company 
it  has  appeared  to  be  peculiarly  incumbent  on  the  Board  to  provide  fa- 
cilities for  the  transportation  of  all  the  freight  that  is  offered.  By  one 
of  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  approved 
February  24th,  1838,  providing  for  a  loan  to  be  made  to  the  Company, 
and  relinquishing  in  favor  of  the  State  the  liens  held  by  the  City  on 
the  road  for  advances  previously  made,  it  w^as  stipulated  that  the  ordi- 
nance should  not  take  effect  until  the  General  Assembly  should  pass, 
and  the  Rail  Road  Company  should  accept,  a  specified  supplementary 
amendment  to  their  charter.  In  pursuance  of  this  provision,  it  w^as 
enacted  by  the  5th  section  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  passed 
the  29th  March,  1838,  (December  session,  1837,  chap.  302)  that  the 
Company  should  provide  carriages  in  adequate  numbers  for  the  trans- 
portation of,  and  should  promptly  transport,  all  the  merchandize  and 
commodities  and  lading  of  every  kind  that  may  be  offered  for  trans- 
portation at  such  depots  and  stations  on  the  Rail  Road  as  had  been 
or  might  thereafter  be  estabhshed.  It  w^as  also  provided  that  the  Go- 
vernor of  the  State  should  have  power  to  direct  the  establishment  of 
depots  wherever  he  might  think  proper;  to  guard,  as  is  presumed, 
against  any  inconvenience  that  the  community  might  suffer  by  the  ne- 
glect or  refusal  of  the  company,  without  sufficient  grounds,  to  have 
as  many  depots  on  the  line  of  the  road  as  might  be  desired  by  the 
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public.  This  act  was  formally  accepted  by  the  Company  as  a  supple- 
ment to  the  charter,  and  the  Board  do  not  find  that  the  above  provision 
has  been  repealed  or  modified  by  any  subsequent  alterations.  It  is 
therefore  considered  as  still  in  force. 

For  these  reasons  the  Board  have  felt  themselves  bound  to  supply, 
to  the  extent  of  their  ability,  the  constantly  increasing  demand  for  cars, 
and  especially  for  those  required  for  way  freight,  or  for  transportation 
between  intermediate  points  on  the  road  and  its  terminus,  or  between 
one  such  point  and  another.  But  in  doing  this  the  Board  have  thought 
it  most  judicious  to  pursue  the  same  plan  which  had  been  previously 
adopted,  and  by  which  they  have  considered  themselves  fortunate  in 
being  enabled  to  avoid  making  the  cost  of  new  cars  a  charge  on  the 
revenue  received  before  their  construction.  By  having  cars  built  by 
contract,  on  a  credit  of  twelve  months,  there  is  earned,  by  the  use  of 
the  cars  themselves,  before  the  term  of  payment,  a  sum  equal  to  their 
original  cost.  There  has  thus,  it  is  true,  been  paid  out  of  the  revenue 
of  the  last  year,  the  notes  of  the  company  for  $3,770,  given  in  the 
previous  year  for  cars  then  constructed  ;  but,  had  these  cars  not  been 
on  the  road,  the  revenue  v/ould,  the  Board  doubt  not,  have  fallen  short 
of  its  actual  amount  by  a  sum  at  least  equal  to  the  amount  so  paid. 
The  proof  of  this  will  be  found  in  the  fact  that  all  the  cars  on  the  road 
have  been  kept  fully  employed,  whilst  there  has  been  a  continually  in- 
creasing demand  for  a  further  supply.  To  gratify  this  want  the  Board 
contracted  last  spring  for  an  additional  number  of  fifty  six-wheeled 
cars,  which  were  placed  on  the  road  as  fast  as  they  were  completed, 
and  have  been  in  use,  some  of  them  since  June  last.  For  these  the 
notes  of  the  company  were  given  at  twelve  months  from  the  time  of 
their  construction  respectively,  the  amount  of  which  outstanding  on 
the  first  October  last,  was  $14,735.  These  are  embraced  in  and  form 
a  part  of  the  charge  of  $16,104  22  for  "  new  cars,"  the  revenue  of 
the  Company  being  credited  with  an  equal  amount  under  the  head  of 
receipts  from  bills  payable  issued. 

It  has  been  said  that  an  increase  in  the  transportation  business  of  a 
rail  road  requires  also  additional  facilities  to  be  provided,  by  the  con- 
struction of  the  sidelings  necessary  in  the  case  of  a  road  with  a  sin- 
gle track,  to  enable  trains  to  pass  each  other  on  the  line,  and  for  cars 
to  receive  and  deliver  freight  at  the  depots.  Otherwise,  by  the  waste 
of  fuel,  the  unnecessary  wear  and  tear  of  machinery,  and  by  a  greater 
number  of  cars  being  required  to  transport  a  given  quantity  of  freight, 
the  expenses  proper  of  transportation  might  almost  in  a  single  year  be 
increased  by  an  amount  sufiicient  to  provide  the  desired  accommoda- 
tion ;  to  say  nothing  of  the  irregularities  and  delays  to  which  the  ope- 
rations of  the  road  would  be  subjected.  The  Board  have  not  directly 
incurred  any  expense  on  this  account,  but  they  have  willingly  assented 
to  the  appropriation  by  the  Wrightsville,  York  and  Gettysburg  Rail 
Road  Company  of  a  portion  of  the  revenue  of  the  last  named  Com- 
pany to  such  a  purpose. 
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It  would  appear  to  have  been  part  of  the  original  plan  of  the 
Wrightsville,  York  and  Gettysburg  Rail  Road  Company  that  whilst 
the  main  track  of  their  road  should  connect  at  Wrightsville  with  the 
rail  road  constructed  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  over  the  Columbia 
bridge,  another  branch  should  extend,  at  a  lower  level,  to  the  shore  of 
the  Susquehanna  river,  in  order  that  boats  might  deliver  their  loading 
directly  into  the  cars.  For  before  their  road  was  finished,  such  a 
branch  track  was  actually  commenced,  and  its  completion  was  only 
prevented  at  that  time,  as  is  understood,  by  the  want  of  funds.  The 
trade  carried  over  the  Wrightsville  Rail  Road  has  now  become  so  great 
that  it  was  found  last  season  absolutely  to  require  a  greater  extent  of 
side  tracks  at  Wrightsville,  as  the  want  of  such  accommodation  con- 
stantly subjected  the  trains  of  this  Company  to  much  inconvenience 
and  unreasonable  detention.  To  remedy  this  evil,  which  was  contin- 
ually becoming  more  serious,  and  at  the  same  time  to  carry  out  the 
original  design  of  extending  the  road  to  the  river  shore,  the  Wrights- 
ville, York  and  Gettysburg  Rail  Road  Company  have  constructed  a 
track  to  and  along  the  river  shore,  the  greater  part  of  which  is  now 
completed  and  in  use.  To  the  construction  of  this  improvement  this 
Board  have  gladly  consented,  and  they  have  no  hesitation  in  saying 
that,  on  the  whole  line  of  road  over  which  the  trains  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Susquehanna  Company  pass,  none  was  more  required ;  and  that 
the  expenditure  authorized  for  its  cost  would  have  been  a  judicious 
one,  if  the  transportation  operations  of  this  Company,  and  the  tolls 
which  the  Wrightsville,  York  and  Gettysburg  Company  may  expect  to 
receive  from  the  additional  trade  vrhich  this  work  will  bring  on  their 
road  were  alone  taken  into  consideration.  But  the  Board  are  satisfied 
that,  independently  of  these  advantages,  a  full  remuneration  for  the 
entire  cost  of  the  improvement  will  be  derived  from  the  enhanced  price 
of  sales  or  rents  of  the  rail  road  property  in  Wrightsville,  which  will 
be  brought  into  play,  and  made  valuable  by  the  facility  of  access  to 
it  afforded  by  this  branch  track. 

The  steady  increase  in  the  business  of  the  road  which  each  succes- 
sive year  has  witnessed,  would  justify  the  anticipation  of  a  similar 
result  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  Board  are  led  to  the  same  conclu- 
sion, from  their  personal  observation  of  the  operations  of  the  road,  and 
of  the  growing  favor  with  which  it  is  regarded,  as  one  of  the  important 
channels  of  communication  between  the  interior  and  the  City  of  Balti- 
more. The  further  facilities  which  have  been  provided,  as  before 
mentioned,  will  accommodate  a  larger  trade  than  has  heretofore  passed 
over  the  road ;  and  taking  all  these  circumstances  into  consideration, 
the  Board  have  the  gratification  of  expressing  their  confidence  that  the 
revenue  which  the  State  will  derive  from  her  interest  in  the  works  of 
this  company,  during  the  ensuing  year,  will  be  double  the  amount  of 
that  w^hich  she  has  received  for  the  last. 

In  concluding  this  report,  the  board  take  pleasure  in  adverting  to 
the  reviving  spirit  of  enterprize,  one  result  of  which  there  is  good 
reason  to  believe  will  be  the  early  completion  of  a  connexion  between 
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the  woiks  of  internal  improvement  of  Pennsylvania,  and  those  of  Newij 
York.  By  the  proceedings  of  a  convention  recently  held  at  Williams-  ? 
port,  Pa,  it  is  shewn  that  a  rail  road  of  30  miles  in  length  is  alone 
required,  to  connect  by  rail  road  Williamsport,  on  the  West  Branch  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Canal,  with  Corning,  on  the  line  of  the  New  York 
and  Erie  Rail  Road.  There  is  now  no  room  to  doubt  that  this  last 
mentioned  most  important  work  will  be  completed  at  an  early  day  ; 
and  there  are  too  many  and  too  great  interests  involved,  to  permit  this 
connecting  link  of  30  miles  to  remain  wanting.  By  means  of  these 
works,  of  the  Pennsylvania  canals,  and  by  the  communications  which 
are  already  perfected  between  Baltimore  and  Columbia,  there  will  be 
an  unbroken  chain  of  rail  roads  and  canals  between  the  City  of  Balti- 
more and  the  shores  of  Lake  Erie.  Another  rail  road  of  about  70 
miles  in  length  is  already  spoken  of,  to  connect  the  New  York  and 
Erie  Rail  Road  at  Corning  with  Canandaigua,  on  the  great  western 
line  of  roads  leading  from  Boston  to  Buffalo,  and  by  this  line  commu- 
nicating with  the  New  York  State  Canal,  and  with  the  shores  of  Lake 
Ontario. 

The  Board  will  not  permit  themselves  to  indulge  in  speculation  on 
the  extent  to  which  the  execution  of  these  projects  may  augment  the 
trade  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  the  business  and  revenue  of  this 
Company,  but  they  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  their  conviction 
that  the  experience  of  the  next  few  years  will  demonstrate  the  impor- 
tance to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  to  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  they 
believe  it  will  not  be  saying  too  much  to  add,  to  the  whole  Union,  of 
that  connexion  between  the  North  and  the  South,  the  East  and  the 
West,  of  which  so  material  a  portion  will  have  been  the  result  of  the 
persevering  exertions  of  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road 
Company.

To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 
Gentlemen  : 

In  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland,  passed  at  December  session  1831,  chap.  58,  the  Board 
of  Visitors  of  the  Jail  of  Baltimore  city  and  county,  present  their  an- 
nual report. 

The  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year,  beginning  on  the  27th 
November  1844,  and  ending  the  26th  November  1845,  are  stated  in 
the  annexed  account  of  the  Warden,  marked  A. 

The  daily  number  of  prisoners,  averaging  the  number  committed, 
and  the  number  remaining  in  jail  each  morning,  is  141.

We  herewith  hand  you  a  statistical  table  marked  B,  which  shows 
the  number  of  prisoners  committed,  (2287)  and  the  offences  with 
which  they  were  charged.  Also,  a  table  marked  C,  which  shows  the 
monthly  or  daily  average  number  of  prisoners  in  jail  each  morning, 
and  the  daily  cost  of  subsistence  of  the  average  number  committed, 
and  those  in  jail  each  morning;  likewise  a  table  marked  D,  which 
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shows  the  number  of  debtors  and  other  prisoners  committed  ;  how  they 
were  discharged,  and  how  many  remained  in  jail,  &c. 

An  appropriation  of  $5,000  as  the  city's  proportion  of  the  expenses 
of  the  jail  for  the  ensuing  year,  we  deem  necessary.  This  sum,  with 
economy  in  the  expenditures,  may  not  all  be  required,  and  as  a  matter 
of  course,  the  amount  undrawn  will  at  the  expiration  of  the  year,  be 
passed  to  the  credit  of  the  city,  as  $1000  has  been  of  the  $5,000  ap- 
propriated for  the  last  year. 

Economy  has  at  all  times  been  kept  steadily  in  view,  without  losing 
sight  of  the  comfort  and  wants  of  the  prisoners.  The  board  consider 
crime  a  misfortune,  and  have  endeavored  to  look  upon  those  commit- 
ted to  their  charge  as  fellow  beings  whose  situation  was  to  be  deplor- 
ed, and  they  have  consequently  endeavored  to  minister  to  their  wants 
as  far  as  practicable,  a  due  regard  being  had  to  discipline   and  safety. 

The  entire  expense  during  the  past  year,  was  $9,138  94,  with  2287 
committments. 

By  reference  to  the  annual  reports  from  1837  to  the  present  time, 
it  will  be  seen  that  this  will  most  favorably  compare  with  any  of 
the  preceding  years,  having  reference  to  the  very  large  number  com- 
mitted.

The  board  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  abuse  of  a  power 
vested  in  those  who  arrest  negroes  on  suspicion  of  their  being  runa- 
ways. By  the  law  of  our  State  all  such  persons,  if  not  claimed  with- 
in two  weeks,  are  to  be  advertised  in  Baltimore,  Washington,  and 
Easton,  and  if  not  claimed  in  sixty  days  thereafter  they  are  discharged, 
the  city  and  county  losing  the  cost  of  advertising  (six  dollars  each) 
and  the  maintenance.  Formerly,  all  negroes  arrested  as  runaways 
w^ere  confined  in  the  jail ;  now  owing  to  there  being  several  buildings 
in  the  city  for  the  safe  keeping  of  negroes,  those  only  are  committed 
to  jail  who  are  believed  to  have  the  chanees  in  their  favor  of  being 
free,  by  the  persons  making  the  arrest.  In  consequence  of  this  abuse 
the  receipts  to  the  city  and  county,  from  the  runaway  docket,  have 
fallen  off  from  $740  17  in  1837,  to  $149  35,  the  sum  received  the 
past  year.  We  submit  it  to  your  consideration  whether  this  is  not  an 
abuse  of  a  power  not  contemplated  by  the  legislature  in  the  passage 
of  the  law  as  it  now  stands^  and  whether  some  action  on  the  part  of 
the  city  authorities,  with  a  view  to  remedy  the  evil,  is  not  necessary.

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In  our  State,  imprisonment  for  debt  is  still  tolerated  ;  by  reference 
to  the  accompanying  table  marked  D,  it  will  be  seen  that  three  hun- 
dred and  forty-two  debtors  were  committed  during  the  year,  and  that 
out  of  that  number  nineteen  only  w^ere  discharged  by  paying  debt  and 
cost.  The  mere  statement  of  this  fact  w^ill,  we  trust,  be  sufficient  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  subject.  If,  however,  the  laws  are  to  remain, 
and  man  is  to  be  incarcerated  in  jail  for  misfortune,  the  board  suggest 
whether  more  adequate  provision  should  not  be  made  for  his  mainte- 
nance. The  Board  of  Visitors  in  1838  recommended  that  the  amount 
now  paid  for  the  maintenance  of  debtors  by  the  committing  creditors, 
tw^enty  cents  per  day,  be  increased  to  forty  cents — m  this  recomuicn- 
dation  the  present  board  concur,  as  w^e  can  look  upon  poverty  as  a 
misfortune,  not  as  a  crime. 

From  the  report  of  the  attending  physician.  Dr.  Thomas  C.  Jitkin- 
son,  we  find  that  the  prisoners  have  enjoyed  a  remarkable  degree  of 
good  health,  although  the  prison  was  very  much  crowded  during  the 
past  summer,  which  was  of  unusual  warmth,  and  long  continuance. 
The  absence  of  disease  w^e  attribute  in  a  great  measure  to  the  assid- 
uous attention  of  the  physician,  and  to  the  system  as  to  order,  ventila- 
tion and  cleanliness  in  the  person  of  the  prisoners,  and  the  building,^ 
adopted  by  the  Warden. 

In  the  annual  reports  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  it  has  become  so  much 
a  matter  of  course  to  speak  in  terms  of  praise  of  the  Warden,  that  w^e 
feel  some  reluctance  in  giving  expression  to  our  opinion  of  the  pre- 
sent Warden,  Mr.  Thomas  0.  SuUers  ;  yet  justice  to  a  meritorious  of- 
ficer, will  not  permit  us  to  close  this  report  without  saying,  that  whilst 
they  condemn  the  present  building  in  unqualified  terms,  w^e  are  equal- 
ly free  to  speak  of  the  conduct  and  management  of  Mr.  Sellers  in  terms 
of  the  warmest  commendation.  Order,  discipline  and  cleanliness  are 
rigidly  enforced  by  his  gentlemanly  deportment  and  firmness,  without 
severity.  The  comfort  and  wants  of  those  under  his  charge  are  care- 
fully attended  to,  and  when  he  has  to  exercise  the  authority  given  him 
by  the  rules  of  the  board,  punishment  is  aw^arded  to  those  only  who 
are  clearly  proved  to  have  merited  it,  and  then  so  as  to  be  as  little  re- 
volting to  their  feelings  as  possible. 

The  board  flatter  themselves  that  they  have  been  fortunate  in  secur- 
ing the  services  of  those  in  all  the  subordinate  relations,  who  are  eve- 
ry way  qualified  to  discharge  the  duties  required  of  them.

SPECIAL    REPORT 

OP 

THE     VISITORS     OF    THE     JAIL 

OP 

BALTIMORE    CITY    AND    COUNTY, 

In  reply  to  a  Resolution  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 


To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 
Gentlemen  : 

The  resolution  passed  by  the  Council  at  its  last  session,  and  approv- 
ed May  2d,  as  follows  :  ^^Resolved,  that  the  Visitors  of  the  Jail  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  requested  to  take  into  consideration  the  present  incon- 
venient arrangement  of  the  Baltimore  City  and  County  Jail,  and  em- 
ploy all  means  in  their  power  to  remedy  the  same," — has  claimed  the 
serious  attention  of  the  board,  and  they  respectfully  submit  the  follow- 
ing report : 

Soon  after  entering  upon  the  duties  required  of  them,  the  board  be- 
came convinced  of  the  utter  unfitness  of  the  present  jail  for  the  pur- 
pose for  which  a  building  of  that  kind  is  intended,  built  as  it  was  some 
forty  years  since.,  when  the  detention  of  those  suspected  of  crime  only 
was  looked  to ;  and  when  all  were  confined  together  without  regard  to 
the  degree  of  crime  or  classification. 

By  the  act  of  assembly,  passed  at  December  session  1831,  chap.  5S, 
sec.  3,  among  other  things,  the  Board  of  Vistors  of  the  Jail  are  au- 
thorised "to  make  by-laws  for  the  internal  police  of  the  jail  and  good 
government  thereof,  and  for  the  preservation  of  the  buildings  and  other 
property ;  to  regulate  and  provide  the  diet  of  the  prisoners  ;  to  pro- 
cure necessary  bedding  and  clothing  for  their  use  ;  to  make  such  re- 
pairs, alterations  and  improvements  in  and  about  the  jail  as  they  may 
deem  necessary." 

How  far  that  portion  of  the  act  quoted  would  enable  the  board  to 
go  they  feel  some  doubt,  the  more  so,  as  they  are  satisfied  that  "re- 
pairs" or  "alterations,"  would  not  remove  the  difficulties  under  which 
they  labor,  and  to  make  the  improvements  necessary,  would  be  attend- 
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ed  with  a  greater  expenditure  of  money  than  they  are  willing  to  incur 
without  first  having  obtained  the  sanction  of  those  from  whom  they 
derive  their  authority. 

As  has  already  been  stated,  the  present  jail  was  erected  some  forty 
years  since,  when  detention  only  was  looked  to ;  now,  however,  ow- 
ing to  the  enlightened  period  of  the  age,  prisoners  are  admitted  to 
have  some  rights  as  well  as  the  State,  and  those  suspected  of  crimes, 
who  are  incarcerated  in  our  jails,  have  a  right  to  demand  that  they 
shall  not  be  placed  in  a  situation  calculated  to  make  them  worse  than 
they  were  when  arrested,  which  the  innocent  and  novice  in  crime  must 
be,  if  thrust  into  a  prison,  and  shut  up  for  months  with  the  most  aban- 
doned and  hardened  criminals.  So  convmced  were  the  board  of  this, 
that  soon  after  their  appointment  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

^^Resolved,  That  the  warden  be  requested  to  separate  those  who  may- 
be imprisoned  for  rioting  from  those  who  may  be  imprisoned  for  crimi- 
nal offences,  and  that  in  all  cases  he  be  particularly  requested  to  dis- 
criminate between  the  vicious  and  those  who  may  be  imprisoned  for 
minor  offences." 

With  every  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  warden,  it  has  been  found 
utterly  impossible  to  carry  out  the  aforegoing  resolution  with  an  ave- 
rage of  over  one  hundred  prisoners,  and  for  a  part  of  the  past  six 
months,  near  one  hundred  and  fifty  prisoners,  white  and  black,  there 
has  necessarily  been  from  ten  to  twenty  confined  in  a  room. 

As  a  means  of  preventing  the  frequent  return  to  prison  of  a  class 
w^ho  appear  to  be  lost  to  all  regard  for  themselves  or  their  families,  and 
to  whom  a  week  or  a  month  in  our  jail  is  no  terror,  except  so  far  as  it 
may  tend  to  prevent  them  from  indulging  in  their  depraved  habits,  the 
board  passed  the  following  order: 

"  Ordered,  That  any  person  or  persons  who  may  be  committed  for 
riotous  conduct  to  Baltimore  city  and  county  jail  a  second  time  for  a 
similar  offence,  shall,  in  no  case,  be  allowed  any  other  than  the  ordi- 
nary prison  fare,  and  also  those  persons  who  maybe  committed  a 
third  time  for  a  similar  offence,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  above,  be  im- 
prisoned separately." 

This  order  it  has  been  found  almost  impracticable  to  carry  out ;  the 
first  part  from  the  facility  there  is  (the  prisoners  being  confined,  as  be- 
fore stated,  in  rooms  ten  to  twenty  together)  in  messing,  and  making 
a  general  division  of  provisions  furnished  by  the  friends  of  those  not 
coming  under  the  resolution — the  latter  part  fr-om  the  want  of  the  rooms 
in  which  they  may  be  separately  confined  ;  yet  the  board  have  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  mere  knowledge  of  the  passage  of  the 
order  has  had  a  salutary  effect,  and  they  feel  assured  that,  if  a  building 
were  erected  on  the  principle  of  separate  confinement  before  trial,  and 
for  crimes  of  a  less  aggravated  nature  than  those  which  subject  the 
offenders  to  our  penitentiary,  the  number  of  prisoners  in  our  jail  would 
be  lessened,  and,  what  is  of  far  more  importance,  the  number  of  of- 
fenders against  the  laws  of  the  State  would  be  decreased. 

As  in  illustration  of  the  ruinous  effects  of  evil  associations,  the  board 
would  refer  to  a  table  in  the  last  report  of  the  New  York  State  prison 
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at  Sing  Sing;  of  816  prisoners,  253  asserted  that  the  cause  of  the 
offences  for  which  they  were  committed  was  "evil  associations,"  being 
nearly  one-third  of  the  whole  number.  How  powerfully  does  this 
appeal  to  us  to  do  nothing  calculated  to  make  the  supposed  offender 
worse  than  he  was  when  committed  ! 

The  board  believe  the  jail  under  their  charge  to  be  as  well  conducted 
as  it  is  possible  for  a  prison  to  be  under  the  gregarious  system,  but 
experience  has  convinced  them  that  no  good  can  be  accomplished 
for  prisoners  in  jail  so  long  as  they  are  without  classification  and  with- 
out employment ;  and  they  are  firm  in  the  belief  that  no  classification 
can  be  efficient,  the  only  remedy  being  separate  confinement,  as  is  suc- 
cessfully practised  in  the  'jail  of  Philadelphia  city  and  county,  and 
several  other  jails  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

We  have,  at  this  time,  a  system  of  public  instruction  in  operation 
in  our  city,  which  is  justly  the  pride  of  every  citizen  of  Baltimore,  in 
which  the  rising  generation,  without  regard  to  their  situation  in  so- 
ciety, are  being  educated  so  as  to  enable  them  to  become  useful  mem- 
bers of  society  in  after  life  ;  this  being  the  case,  is  it  not  a  melancholy 
reflection  to  every  friend  of  the  human  family  that  our  jail,  owing  to 
its  construction,  is  but  little  better  than  a  free  school  of  vice  ?  Then 
there  are  few  or  no  books,  no  employment,  no  moral  or  religious  in- 
struction, but  ample  time  and  opportunity  for  conversation  and  cor- 
rupting companionship,  the  prisoners  amusing  themselves  in  gambling, 
w^hen  not  restrained  from  so  doing  by  the  presence  of  the  w^arden  or 
his  deputies,  (it  being  strictly  prohibited  within  the  prison)  talking  and 
story  telling — the  hardened  boasting  of  their  achievements — the.novice 
thus  being  corrupted,  and  thus  made  worse  than  when  committed. 

The  following  extract  from  a  letter  of  Dr.  Francis  Lieber,  of  South 
Carolina,  to  John  Bacon,  Esq.,  President  of  the  Philadelphia  Society 
for  alleviating  the  miseries  of  public  prisons,  exhibits,  in  a  language 
strong  and  clear,  the  ruinous  effects  of  the  gregarious  system:  "When- 
ever two  individuals,  whose  prominent  actions  have  been  produced  or 
strongly  affected  by  the  same  vital  impulse,  come  in  contact,  they  im- 
pel one  another  in  their  career  with  still  greater  force  and  rapidity.  It 
is  the  law  of  all  intercourse.  If  the  brave  meets  with  the  brave,  the 
adventurer  with  the  adventurer,  the  devout  with  the  devout,  the  stu- 
dent with  the  student,  the  patriotic  with  the  patriotic,  the  artist  with 
the  artist,  the  debauched  with  the  debauched,  the  miser  with  the  mi- 
ser, the  foppish  with  the  foppish,  the  criminal  with  the  criminal,  the 
vital  element  of  their  respective  actions  will  be  increased  in  intensity 
by  their  intercourse.  If  you  bring  two  evil-disposed  persons,  espe- 
cially two  individuals  whose  presence  in  the  prison  points  out  crime 
as  a  prominent  feature  in  their  life,  in  close  contact,  and  if  in  both 
there  was,  before  the  contact,  a  certain  and  equal  degree  of  criminali- 
ty, this  criminality  will  have  greatly  increased  after  the  contact,  be- 
cause, as  I  stated,  they,  as  all  other  men,  good  or  bad,  w^ill  propel 
each  other  in  that  line  which  is  characteristically  their  own.  This  in- 
creases where  there  are  more  than  two  brought  in  contact ;  not  only 
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that  the  less  criminal  will  be  attracted  by  the  more  criminal,  but  even 
the  most  criminal  of  the  company  will  gain  in  criminality  by  the  mu- 
tual contact.  Add  to  this  the  common  principles  of  so  many  human 
actionS)  reluctance  to  acknowledge  wrong,  pride  in  resisting  force, 
opposition  to  our  real  or  misconceived  enemy,  readiness  to  seize  upon 
arguments  which  promise  to  overbalance  a  consciousness,  however  dim 
it  may  be,  of  our  wrong,  a  desire  to  chase  out  of  the  memory  the 
images  of  those  who  once  gave  good  counsel,  which  will  now  and 
then  rise  like  summoning  ghosts,  and  finally,  the  degree  of  acute  at- 
tention which  is  paid  to  the  counsels  of  prudence,  which  promise  to 
furnish  means  of  escaping  in  future  that  evil  under  w^hich  we  suffer  in 
the  present  moment — and  it  is  easy  enough  to  understand,  a  priori, 
what  experience,  without  a  single  exception,  proves  with  frightful  facts, 
that  nothing  can  be  more  baneful  to  criminals  than  their  close  inter- 
course with  one  another,  freed,  as  it  is  in  prison,  from  all  those  inter- 
vening occupations  and  distractions  wdiich  the  variegated  life  out  of 
the  walls  of  the  prison  always  must  offer.  The  prisoner  shows  to  his 
fellow  prisoner,  by  the  fact  that  they  meet  in  that  place,  that  crime  has 
brought  him  there  ;  as  criminals  they  meet,  and  as  criminals  they  com- 
mune with  one  another.  It  is  this  baneful  effect  of  intercourse  which, 
in  penology,  is  called  contamination — an  effect  which,  however  easy  to 
understand  on  general  psychologic  grounds,  nevertheless  far  outstrips  all 
imagination  of  the  virtuous,  who  have  not  made  prison  matters  a  specific 
object  of  study — an  effect  from  which  no  prisoner  can  escape,  because  it 
takes  place  according  to  the  first  principles  of  human  nature,  common 
to  all  the  good  as  w^ell  as  the  wicked,  and  to  which  the  State  has, 
therefore,  no  right  to  expose."  The  State  says  :  ''  Thou  hast  offended, 
I  must  punish."  We  grant  the  right,  but  the  State  has  no  right  to 
corrupt,  and  it  does  corrupt  positively,  directly,  and  not  accidentally, 
because  the  corruption  takes  place  as  a  necessary  consequence  of  joint 
imprisonment,  according  to  the  nature  of  man,  which  the  State  has 
neither  the  power  nor  the  right  to  change.  The  State  has  no  right  to 
corrupt ;  the  prisoner  can  claim  it,  and  ought  to  claim  it,  w^ere  he 
awake  to  his  true  rights  and  interests ;  and  society  claims  it,  because 
it  demands  to  be  protected  against  crime — not  to  have  it  increased 
tenfold  by  wicked  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  State.  What  should 
we  say  of  a  teacher  who,  in  order  to  punish  inattention,  should  choose 
a  punishment  by  which  necessarily  and  unavoidably  inattention  is  in- 
creased?— for  instance,  by  placing  the  boy  so  that  he  may  amuse  him- 
self by  looking  at  a  military  parade?  The  least  we  could  say  would 
be,  that  he  is  a  foolish  teacher.  Contamination,  therefore,  making  the 
criminal  still  worse  than  he  is,  is  to  be  avoided.  Let  us  rightfully  un- 
derstand the  matter :  it  is  not  a  demand  made  on  the  score  of  charity, 
still  less  of  over-strained  philanthropy.  It  it  a  demand  founded  on 
the  strictest  right.  The  State,  which  exposes  to  contamination,  after 
having  become  acquainted  w^ith  the  fact,  acts  criminally  if  it  persist, 
frequently  more  criminal  than  the  offender,  who  may  have  been  led  to 
his  offence  by  want,  by  utterly  neglected  education,  by  bad  laws  of  the 
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State  itself.  The  State  becomes  the  wilful  perpetrator  of  crime,  and, 
inasmuch  as  it  frustrates  the  intended  effect  of  its  punishments,  a  cruel 
offender  itself,  because  it  inflicts  suffering  (the  punishment)  for  no  pur 
pose.  It  becomes,  lastly,  the  heedless  squanderer  of  enormous  sums, 
which  the  administration  of  penal  justice  requires — the  annual  budget 
of  crime,  as  Mr.  Quetelet  so  justly  calls  it — because  it  does  not  repress 
crime,  but  actually  generates  it,  nurses  it  in  hot  beds,  diligently  taking 
care  that  no  seed  be  lost,  but  each  one  should  thrive  in  the  freest  pos- 
sible luxuriance." 

Females  cannot  be  imprisoned  in  Maryland  for  debt,  yet  there  are 
at  all  times  females  in  our  jail  for  almost  every  degree  of  crime,  or 
supposed  crime,  awaiting  trial,  or  having  been  tried,  incarcerated  for 
a  period  of  time  less  than  the  law  requires  that  they  shall  be  sent  to 
the  State  prison  for.  The  mother  who,  perhaps  to  preserve  her  little  or- 
phan family  from  want,  has  committed  a  first  offence,  is  confined  wit 
the  most  abandoned  of  her  sex  ;  or  the  virtuous  and  sensitive  daugh 
ter  and  sister,  who  may  by  her  industry,  and  almost  unceasing  toil  to 
procure  a  mere  pittance,  has  preserved  her  mother  and  younger  bro- 
ther and  sisters  from  want,  (and  there  are  many  such  in  our  city)  on 
suspicion  of  having  violated  some  law  of  which  she  is  innocent,  is 
thrust  into  companionship  with  the  lewd  prostitute,  is  degraded  in  her 
own  estimation,  and  becoming  corrupted,  is  made  worse  than  when 
committed.  Is  it  not  a  painful  reflection  that  by  our  inattention  to  the 
subject  we  have  so  long  permitted  this  state  of  things  ?  Justice  and 
humanity  cry  aloud  for  a  remedy,  and  that  remedy  the  board  believe, 
is  only  to  be  found  in  the  erection  of  a  building  in  which  the  separate 
system  may  be  thoroughly  practised. 

The  board  deem  it  unnecessary  to  say  any  thing  as  to  the  demoralising 
influence  which  our  jail  has  on  juvenile  offenders,  as  all  are  now  con- 
vinced a  House  of  Refuge  is  indispensable  ;  and  they  will  only  add^ 
that  every  day,  from  their  visits  to  the  jail,  they  become  the  more 
convinced  that  the  ensuing  session  of  the  Council  should  not  be  per- 
mitted to  terminate,  without  ample  means  being  appropriated  for  that 
purpose. 

An  examination  has  frequently  been  made  of  the  present  jail,  with 
a  view  to  make  it  more  conformable  to  the  present  age,  when  the 
science  of  prison  construction  and  prison  discipline,  as  well  as  the 
rights  of  the  State  and  the  supposed  ofTenders  are  better  understood, 
wbich  examination  has  always  resulted  in  convincing  those  appointed 
for  that  purpose,  that  economy  would  be  consulted  by  rebuilding  ra- 
ther than  repairing — In  this  the  board  fully  concur,  particularly  (all 
other  considerations  being  laid  aside)  as  the  present  building  will, 
owing  to  its  dilapidated  state,  require  heavy  expenditures  in  a  few 
years,  for  repairs. 

The  board  having  thus  taken  the  resolution  of  the  Council  into  con- 
sideration, with  a  view  to  the  adoption  of  all  the  means  in  their  power 
to  conform  thereto,  are  unable  to  arrive  at  any  other  conclusion,  than 
that  as  prisoners  have  a  right  to  demand  that  their  situation  shall  not 
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be  made  any  worse  in  jail  than  when  at  large  ;  that,  as  supposed  of- 
fenders punishment  do  not  stand  in  their  proper  relation  in  our  jail  ; 
that,  as  the  State  has  a  solemn  duty  to  perform,  not  to  make  the  sup- 
posed offender  worse  than  when  arrested  ;  and,  that  prisoners  should 
be  removed  as  far  as  possible  from  every  thing  calculated  to  make 
them  worse — There  is  no  other  effectual  remedy  but  the  erection  of  a 
new  building,  having  for  its  object  the  separate  confinement  of  from 
eighty  to  one  hundred  prisoners.  They  would,  therefore  ask  of  your 
honorable  body  to  take  the  matter  into  early  consideration,  with  a  view 
to  the  adoption  of  such  measures  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  in  the 
premises.

City  Commissioners'  Office, 
Baltimore,  January  Ist,  1846. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 
Gentlemen  : 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  appointing  City 
Commissioners  and  Port  Wardens,  and  prescribing  their  duties,  ap- 
proved May  22,  1838,  the  city  commissioners  have  the  honor  respect- 
fully to  present  the  following  report  of  their  proceedings  for  the  past 
year : 

In  the  discharge  of  the  various  duties  assigned  them  under  the  or- 
dinances and  resolutions,  passed  at  the  last  annual  session  of  the  City 
Council,  authorising  improvements  and  repairs  under  their  supervision, 
they  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  appropriations  have  gene- 
rally been  sufficient  to  accomplish  the  purposes  designed,  as  will  more 
fully  appear  in  the  annexed  Abstract  of  Expenditures  marked  A,  exhi- 
biting in  detail  the  several  items  of  expenditures  under  their  appropriate 
heads. 

Agreeably  with  the  provisions  of  ordinance  No.  8,  approved  Febru- 
ary 28,  1840,  Fire  Plugs  have  been  erected  during  the  year,  at  the 
following  places,  viz  : 

At  the  corner  of  Vine  and  Cove  streets. 

At  the  corner  of  German  and  Pine  streets. 

At  the  corner  of  Ross  and  Jasper  streets. 

At  the  corner  of  Jasper  and  New  streets. 

At  the  corner  of  Cove  street  and  Burgundy  alley. 

As  directed  by  section  2,  ordinance  No.  32,  approved  April  19, 
1845,  being  an  additional  supplement  tb  an  Ordinance,  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  to  lay  out  a  public  square  in  the  north  western  section  of 
the  city  of  Baltimore,"  the  footways  around  Franklin  square  on  Fay- 
ette,   Calhoun,   Lexington  and   Carey  streets,    have  been   properly 
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graded  and  paved  with  brick,  five  feet  in  width,  and  trees  have  been 
planted  near  the  curb  stones  on  these  streets  at  suitable  distances 
apart. 

The  enclosure  of  Franklin  square  has  been  graded,  laid  out  and 
dressed  with  suitable  manure,  and  the  gates  and  fences  have  under- 
gone thorough  repairs,  as  directed  by  resolution  No.  88. 

The  following  resolutions  have  severally  been  carried  into  effect,  viz : 

Resolution  No.  16,  relative  to  a  bridge  across  Harford  run,  Broad- 
way ;  resolution  No.  20,  relative  to  a  railing  at  Belvidere  bridge ; 
resolution  No.  43,  relative  to  repairs  of  Charles  street  Spring;  reso- 
lution No.  51,  relative  to  grading  Broadway;  resolution  No.  55, 
relative  to  the  erection  of  clerk's  office  at  the  Hanover  market ;  reso- 
lution No.  61,  relative  to  repairs  of  Belvidere  road  ;  resolutions  Nos. 
83,  84,  and  98,  relative  to  bridges  over  Schroeder's  run,  at  Fayette, 
Pratt  and  Boyd  streets ;  resolution  No.  93,  relative  to  bridge  on  Pratt 
near  Carey  street ;  resolution  No.  94,  relative  to  fire  alarm  bell  at  the 
eastern  district  Watch  House  ;  resolution  No.  95,  relative  to  repairs 
of  Chats  worth  street;  resolution  No.  102,  relative  to  repairs  of  Wind- 
sor Mill  road;  resolution  No.  121,  relative  to  erection  of  office  for 
harbor  master,  eastern  district ;  and  resolution  No.  127,  relative  to 
capping  the  posts  of  Baltimore  and  Gay  street  bridges. 

Resolution  No.  103,  approved  April  25,  1845,  authorized  the  erec- 
tion of  a  market  house  at  Fell's  Point,  on  the  ground  formerly  occu- 
pied by  the  northern  market  house  on  Broadway;  and  by  resolution 
No.  114,  approved  May  2,  1845,  an  additional  appropriation  was 
made  for  the  purpose  of  extending  said  market  house  about  32  feet, 
in  order  that  eight  additional  butchers'  stalls  might  be  constructed. 
In  conformity  with  said  resolutions  a  market  house  one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  in  length  and  sixty  feet  in  width,  has  been  erected. 

Instead  of  eight  additional  butcher  stalls,  as  directed  by  the  resolu- 
tion, ten  have  been  constructed;  it  requiring  no  greater  number  of 
columns,  thus  enhancing  the  value  of  the  market  house  and  increas- 
ing the  revenue  accruing  therefrom,  at  an  inconsiderable  additional 
expense. 

The  market  house  is  supported  upon  cast  iron  columns,  rendering 
the  structure  durable  and  substantial,  and  adding  much  to  its  embel- 
lishment. 

The  appropriation  for  the  erection  of  the  market  house  ($2,800) 
proved  insufficient  to  construct  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  reso- 
lution. The  amount  of  the  appropriation  has  been  drawn,  and  it  will 
require  $2,162  09  to  complete  the  building  and  to  discharge  the  out- 
standing claims,  for  which  an  appropriation  will  be  necessary. 

Resolution  No.  106,  approved  April  25,  1845,  authorising  the  sale 
of  the  eastern  district  Watch  House,  and  the  erection  of  a  new  and 
suitable  building  for  the  accommodation  of  the  night  watch  of  the 
eastern  district,  on  the  lot  belonging  to  the  city,  situate  on  the  corner 
of  Bank  and  Bethel  streets,  the  cost  of  said  building  to  be  taken  out 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  old  Watch  House  and  lot,  has  been 
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carried  into  effect;  but  we  regret  to  inform  you  that  the  appropriation 
thus  made  (1,795)  has  proved  entirely  inadequate  to  defray  the  ex- 
pense of  constructing  a  suitable  building. 

A  commodious  and  substantial  house  has  been  erected,  in  every  res- 
pect adapted  to  the  accommodation  of  the  night  watch  of  that  dis- 
trict ;  the  appropriation  has  been  exhausted,  and  there  will  be  required 
the  sum  of  $2,564  44  for  the  completion  of  the  work  and  the  liqui- 
dation of  the  unsettled  accounts. 

As  required  by  resolution  No.  112,  approved  May  2,  1845,  a  mar- 
ket house  has  been  erected  on  the  corner  of  Charles  and  Cross  streets, 
one  hundred  feet  in  length  and  sixty  feet  in  width,  corresponding  in 
plan  and  dimensions  to  the  Lexington  market  house. 

By  the  provisions  of  section  3,  ordinance  No.  5,  approved  February 
19,  1845,  the  city  commissioners  were  authorised,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Mayor,  to  procure  a  suitable  building  for  the  use  of  the  night 
watch  for  the  southern  district,  in  such  location  as  might  be  selected 
by  his  honor,  the  Mayor,  agreeably  to  which  a  large,  airy  and  conve- 
nient building  has  been  erected,  fronting  on  Sharp  street  at  the  inter- 
section of  Little  Montgomery  and  Little  Hughes  streets. 

We  would  respectfully  suggest  to  your  honorable  body  the  propriety 
of  having  a  new  cast  iron  waste  pipe  placed  at  the  Eastern  Fountain — 
the  present  pipe  is  of  wood,  and  in  such  a  rotten  and  decayed  condi- 
tion as  to  frequently  cause  by  the  stoppage  of  the  roots  of  the  trees  in 
the  pipe,  an  overflow  of  water  in  the  fountain,  thereby  subjecting  the 
city  to  considerable  expense,  and  the  residents  of  that  section  to 
great  inconvenience. 

Under  resolution  No.  40,  authorising  the  purchase  of  oak  joist,  a 
contract  has  been  entered  into  for  the  delivery  of  the  same. 

The  wharf  at  the  termination  of  Barre  street  being  in  a  very  dilapi- 
dated condition,  it  was  found  necessary  in  repairing  the  same,  to 
remove  the  greater  portion  of  the  intersection  of  the  street,  this  being 
the  case,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  construct  two  sewers  to  convey 
the  water  from  the  street  into  the  Basin,  by  which  the  condition  of 
the  street  has  been  greatly  improved,  and  the  amount  of  wharfage 
collected  at  this  point  increased. 

In  obedience  to  the  requisitions  of  ordinance  No.  34,  approved 
April  25,  1845,  we  herewith  submit  a  statement  and  exhibit  of  the 
several  streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  or  parts  thereof,  that  have  been  paved 
or  repaved  during  the  year,  together  with  the  names  of  the  contrac- 
tors, and  the  sum  paid  per  square  foot  for  paving  or  repaving  as  the 
case  may  be.  From  which  exhibit  it  will  be  perceived  that  in  some 
instances  the  property  holders  have  agreed  with  the  contractors  to  pay 
for  paving  or  repaving  a  certain  stipulated  sum  per  running  or  front 
foot,  which  must  be  understood  as  including  the  expense  of  grading 
and  setting  the  curb  stones. 

The  duties  required  of  the  city  commissioners,  by  the  provisions 
of  the  ordinances  relating  to  paving  and  repaving,  have  been  complied 
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with,  the  several  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  having  been  subjected  to  a 
careful  supervision  before  their  acceptance  from  the  contractors.  I 

Under  the  contract  for  paving  Monument  street,  between  the  termi-     i 
nation  of  the  present  pavement  on  Mount  Vernon  Place  and  the  west  1 1 
side  of  Calvert  street,  including  the  unpaved  parts  of  Mount  Vernon  I! 
Place,  there  is  due  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to 
Messrs.  Benzinger  and  Eschbach,  the  sum  of  $1,163  43^  for  paving 
Mount  Vernon    Place   between    St.   Paul's   street   and    Washington 
Place,  being  for  paving  620  6-12  feet  at  $1  87J  per  front  foot. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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THE     BOARD     OF     HEALTH 


Health  Office, 
Baltimore,  January  1,  1846. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

Gentlemen  : 

In  obedience  to  law  the  board  of  health  herevv^ith  present  to  you  a 
report  of  its  operations  during  the  past  year. 

The  duties  appertaining  to  the  health  department  of  a  large  city,  at 
all  times  important,  have  been  peculiarly  arduous  and  embarrassing, 
during  the  whole  period  of  the  existence  of  the  present  board. 

The  heahh  department  was  organised  on  its  present  plan  (in  con- 
formity to  ordinance  No.  39,  passed  at  the  last  annual  session  of  the 
Council)  on  the  third  day  of  May  last,  and  found  itself  immediately 
involved  in  the  intricacies  necessarily  attendant  upon  the  first  experi- 
mental trial  of  a  new  organization.  But,  confidently  relying  upon  the 
practicability  of  the  scheme  upon  which  it  w^as  founded,  the  members 
left  no  effort  for  success  untried,  and  determined  not  to  be  conquered 
by  difficulties,  however  great  or  numerous.  To  say  that  their  success 
has  been  equal  to  their  wishes,  or  that  experience  has  not  exposed 
some  imperfections  which  may  be  corrected,  would  be  at  variance  with 
the  facts  ;  but  those  very  imperfections  only  render  the  feasibility  of 
the  scheme  more  plain,  and  must  incite  them  to  renewed  industry,  to 
perfect,  in  detail,  a  sanatory  system,  whose  general  features  exhibit 
so  many  excellencies. 

The  subject  which  first  engrossed  the  attention  of  the  board,  was 
an  organization  of  the  force  to  be  employed  in  cleaning  the  streets, 
in  which  matter  it  was  desirable  to  combine  efficiency  with  economy: 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  demonstrate  to  the  Council,  that  the 
ordinance  of  ihe  last  session,  immediately  relating  to  this  subject,  is 
superior  in  its  operation  to  any  heretofore  adopted,  and  with  very  little 
modification  will  contribute  to  keep  our  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  in 
better  condition,  at  less  expense,  than  has  been  accomplished  by  any 
other  plan. 
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The  board  of  health  was  necessarily  restricted  in  its  operations,  on 
the  streets,  in  consequence  of  the  condition  in  which  the  appropria- 
tion for  cleaning  the  streets  was  found  at  the  time  of  the  organization 
of  the  board.  Of  the  seven  thousand  dollars  appropriated  for  clean- 
ing the  streets,  during  the  past  year,  seventeen  hundred  and  sixty- 
nine  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents  had  been  expended  to  complete  the 
payments  under  the  contract  system  :  leavmg  a  balance  of  five  thou- 
sand two  hundred  and  thirty  dollars  and  thirty-nine  cents  in  the  fund. 
The  very  bad  condition  in  which  the  streets  were  left  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  contracts,  on  the  first  day  of  March,  and  the  absence  of 
any  provision  for  cleaning  them  for  several  weeks,  rendered  the  em- 
ployment of  a  large  force  by  the  city  commissioners  necessary,  in  order 
to  put  them  in  good  condition,  whereby  a  further  expenditure  of  two 
thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-two  dollars  and  ninety-seven  cents 
was  incurred  before  the  organization  of  the  board  of  health.  So  that, 
at  the  time  when  the  fund  came  into  the  hands  of  this  board,  there 
remained  of  the  original  appropriation  only  two  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  eighty-seven  dollars  and  thirty-two  cents  ;  to  which  was 
added,  from  sales  of  manure  by  the  city  commissioners,  eleven  hundred 
and  forty-six  dollars ;  making  the  entire  fund  at  the  disposal  of  this 
board,  to  pay  for  cleaning  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  from  the  1st  of 
May  until  the  1st  of  January,  and  for  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice 
during  the  autumn  and  first  month  of  winter,  to  be  four  thousand  and 
thirty-ihree  dollars  and  thirty-two  cents,  exclusive  of  the  amount  re- 
ceived from  the  sales  of  street  manure,  which  amounted  to  two  thou- 
sand four  hundred  and  nineteen  dollars  and  six  cents.  All  of  which 
has  been  expended,  and  the  bills  for  December  as  yet  remain  unpaid, 
amounting  to  three  hundred  and  ninety-two  dollars  and  forty  cents. 
To  meet  which  there  is  due  for  manure  now^  sold,  three  hundred  and 
nine  dollars — leaving  a  balance  of  eighty-three  dollars  and  forty  cents 
to  be  met  by  this  year's  appropriation.     See  table  (A) 

It  will  appear  upon  an  examination  of  transactions  in  this  depart- 
ment, from  the  first  of  March,  1844,  to  the  first  of  March,  1845,  being 
the  period  during  which  the  contract  system  was  in  operation,  that 
there  was  expended  : 

For  cleaning  the  streets,  -         -     $7,097  48 

For  removing  snow  and  ice,    -         -  287  75 

Making       -         -         -         -     $7,385  23 

To  be  the  whole  expenditure  under  the  contract  system  for  the  period 
of  twelve  months,  exclusive  of  the  amount  arising  from  sale  of 
manure. 

But  a  more  proper  mode  of  estimating  the  relative  value  of  the 
contract  system  and  the  present  mode,  will  be  to  show  the  amount 
expended  between  the  1st  of  March,  1844,  and  the  1st  of  January, 
1845,  and  compare  it  with  the  amount  expended  between  the  1st  of 
March,  1845,  and  the  1st  of  January,  1846. 
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The  amount  of  expenditures  during  the  first  period  was

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that,  even  in  the  embarrassments  attendant  upon 
the  first  organization  of  the  operatives  and  of  an  inordinate  outlay,  ren- 
dered necessary  by  the  failure  on  the  part  of  contractors  to  do  their 
duty,  yet  the  ordinance  of  the  last  session  has  been  attended  by  results 
which  must  make  its  superiority  manifest. 

By  a  reference  to  the  report  of  the  health  officer,  it  will  be  seen 
that  upon  the  very  dawn  of  the  existence  of  the  present  board  of 
health,  another  matter  of  serious  import  demanded  its  attention. 
From  that  report  it  will  be  seen  that,  on  the  24th  of  April,  a  case  of 
small  pox  occurred  in  Saratoga  street,  and  another  in  Charles  street; 
the  origin  of  neither  could  be  certainly  ascertained ;  from  that  time, 
however,  to  the  present,  the  disease  has  existed  with  greater  or  less 
force. 

The  first  cases  that  came  to  the  knowledge  of  this  board  were  on 
the  14th  of  May — one  occurring  in  Eden  street  and  the  other  in 
Bounty  lane.  The  first  in  the  person  of  a  negro  man,  the  latter  a 
negro  child ;  both  cases,  together  with  the  mother  of  the  child,  were 
promptly  removed  to  the  Small  Pox  Hospital,  and  the  houses  were 
exposed  to  the  disinfecting  influence  of  the  chloride  of  soda.  Other 
cases  presented  themselves  in  various  sections  of  the  city,  all  of 
which  were  visited  by  the  city  physician,  and  wherever  it  could  be 
done,  they  were  removed  to  the  Hospital,  and  disinfecting  agents 
employed.  Meanwhile  a  circular  was  issued  to  the  several  vaccine 
physicians,  requiring  them  to  revisit  their  respective  districts,  and  ex- 
tend the  protection  of  vaccination  to  every  one  who  would  receive  it. 
And  it  is  with  peculiar  pleasure  that  the  board  report  that  their  call 
was  responded  to  with  great  alacrity:  every  one  of  the  gentlemen 
evincing  a  desire  to  do  all  in  their  power  in  aid  of  the  effort  of  the 
board  to  arrest  the  disease. 

The  board  also  take  great  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  very  ef- 
fective aid  afforded  to  Ihem  by  Dr.  Dion  Downs,  the  resident  physi- 
cian of  the  Eastern  Dispensary,  whose  report  will  be  appended  to 
that  of  the  vaccine  physicians. 

A  report  from  the  resident  physician  of  the  Washington  University, 
hereto  appended,  will  show  the  whole  number  of  cases  of  small  pox 
and  its  modified  forms,  treated  in  the  Small  Pox  Hospital  from  the 
fourteenth  day  of  May  last  until  the  first  of  January,  and  the  result ; 
one  death  in  every  three  and  a  half  cases  received  will  clearly  indicate 
the  aggravated  form  of  the  cases  sent  there.

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The  board  of  health  discovered  early  in  the  summer  that  the  present 
building  was  wholly  inadequate  in  capacity  to  meet  the  emergency 
that  existed.  In  this  state  of  things,  with  not  only  the  approbation, 
but  the  active  co-operation  of  the  Mayor,  an  attempt  was  made  to  ob- 
tain additional  accommodations  for  the  sick  poor,  without  success, 
however,  and  the  board  thus  situated  was  constrained  to  furnish  at- 
tendance and  nourishment  to  some  at  their  homes. 

These  considerations  prompted  the  board  of  health  to  the  perform- 
ance of  a  duty  which  had  been  assigned  to  the  city  commissioners 
acting  as  a  board  of  health,  by  resolution  No.  124,  passed  at  the 
annual  session  of  1844,  and  approved  April  13th  of  that  >iear. 

The  necessity  of  attention  to  the  suggestions  of  that  resolution  will 
be  apparent  upon  a  review  of  the  wants  of  the  city  in  that  particular 
matter,  as  well  as  in  the  matter  of  efficient  quarantine  regulations. 
The  small  pox,  it  is  the  general  belief,  is  more  frequently  introduced 
into  the  city  by  sea,  than  in  any  other  manner;  at  any  rate  when  thus 
introduced,  it  is  more  easy  of  detection.  A  hospital  for  its  reception, 
therefore,  should  be  interposed  between  the  city  and  the  quarantine 
ground,  so  that  when  disease  is  ascertained  to  be  on  board  of  a  ves- 
sel coming  into  our  port,  the  infected  may  be  removed  and  the  vessel 
purified,  without  either  unnecessary  delay  to  commerce  or  danger  to 
the  citizens.  It  is  a  fact  to  be  regretted,  that  at  present  there  is  not 
a  spot  at  our  quarantine  ground  where  a  vessel  may  land  her  passen- 
gers or  cargo  under  the  direction  of  the  health  officer. 

The  importance  of  a  place  of  that  kind  must  be  apparent,  when  we 
reflect  that  during  long  sea  voyages,  passengers,  when  crowded  to- 
gether, as  they  almost  invariably  are  in  the  steerage,  are  liable  to  a 
form  of  typhus  fever  which  is  exceedingly  malignant  and  infectious. 
To  introduce  such  passengers  into  the  city,  without  previous  purifica- 
tion and  an  opportunity  to  breathe  the  free  air,  is  to  jeopardize  the 
lives  of  our  citizens  ;  and  to  retain  them  on  board  ship  produces  a 
vexatious  and  expensive  delay  to  commerce.  The  safety  of  the  citizens, 
and  the  interest  of  our  merchants  both  call  loudly  for  a  remedy  to  this 
evil.  Such  a  remedy  is  provided  by  all  our  sister  cities  of  any  com- 
mercial magnitude,  and  amply  repays  the  expenditure  in  procuring  it, 
by  a  direct  return  of  the  funds  in  the  shape  of  board,  etc.  of  the  in- 
fected, and  indirectly  by  the  vast  advantage  it  is  to  their  mercantile 
interests. 

The  experience  of  the  past  year  is  the  very  best  argument  that  can 
be  produced  to  prove  the  inefficiency  of  the  present  mode  to  protect 
the  city  from  the  ravages  of  the  small  pox ;  for  the  hospital  provided 
as  an  asylum  for  the  diseased,  and  a  protection  to  the  city,  although 
sustained  at  immense  cost,  the  pay  allowed  by  the  terms  of  the  lease 
to  the  Washington  University  being  one  dollar  per  day  for  each  pa- 
tient, is  more  than  is  given  in  any  other  infirmary  in  this  country. 
And  yet  that  very  hospital  has,  the  board  have  no  doubt,  acted  as  a 
focus  from  whence  the  infection  has  been  radiated. 
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The  plan  of  a  hospital  and  mode  of  government,  prepared  by  the 
board  of  heaUh,  in  obedience  to  a  resolution  passed  at  the  special 
session  of  the  Council  on  the  28th  of  November  last,  will  be  submit- 
ted at  an  early  period  of  the  present  session. 

A  means  of  procuring  and  preserving  good  vaccine  matter  is  espe- 
cially important.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  very  frequent  occur- 
rence of  modified  small  pox  is  dependent  upon  imperfect  vaccination. 
This  evil  can  only  be  remedied  by  a  provision  by  law  for  a  constant 
supply  of  genuine  and  healthy  matter.  Such  arrangements  might  be 
made  either  by  placing  the  means  at  the  command  of  the  board  of  health 
or  of  an  officer  designated  and  qualified  for  the  purpose. 

Several  experiments  upon  the  cow  were  made  both  by  the  city 
physician  and  other  members  of  the  medical  faculty  last  summer,  and 
interim,  with  the  view  of  producing  the  genuine  vaccine  virus;  none 
of  which,  however,  were  satisfactory.  The  failure  was  to  be  accounted 
for  either  by  the  system  of  the  animal  not  being  in  a  condition  to  re- 
ceive the  impression,  or  in  consequence  of  its  having  previously  been 
exposed  to  and  effected  by  the  disease.  The  experiments,  as  far  as 
they  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  board,  were  made  upon  the  dry 
cow,  and  the  failure  may  be  attributable  to  that  fact,  as  the  period  of 
lactation  is  unquestionably  more  favorable  to  the  developement  of  the 
cow  pock. 

The  board  would  respectfully  ask  a  revision  of  the  ordinances  rela- 
tive to  nuisances  existing  in  unpaved  streets  and  alleys. 

There  is  another  subject  which  is  respectfully  submitted.  There  is 
a  great  deal  of  labor  performed  in  the  health  office  in  issuing  and 
serving  notices  to  the  owners  and  agents  of  property  for  the  removal 
of  nuisances — many,  agents  especially,  waiting  for  a  notice  from  the 
board  of  health,  as  that  is  a  convenient  voucher  in  the  settlement  of 
their  accounts.  If  this  labor  is  imposed  upon  a  department  of  the 
city  government  for  the  benefit  of  individuals,  should  not  the  expense 
be  borne  by  the  beneficiaries  ?  A  tariff  on  such  notices,  would  either 
diminish  the  amount  of  labor  or  produce  a  revenue  to  the  city  almost 
enough  to  sustain  the  health  department. 

The  expenditures  in  the  health  department  have  this  year  unavoida- 
bly overrun  the  appropriation  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  dollars  and 
seven  cents,  and  there  are  outstanding  bills  to  the  amount  of  about 
two  hundred  dollars,  independent  of  the  bill  of  the  Washington  Uni- 
versity for  *^board,  lodging,  nursing,  medicine  and  medical  attend- 
ance" to  small  pox  patients,  which  is  about  two  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred dollars.  The  very  great  prevalence  of  the  small  pox  will 
suflftciently  explain  this  expenditure.     See  table  (B.) 

The  report  of  the  several  vaccine  physicians  has  been  consolidated 
and  forms  table  (C.)  It  is  but  just  to  these  gentlemen  to  say,  that 
this  report  is  exceedingly  imperfect,  as  it  only  comprehends  the  num- 
ber vaccinated  on  their  original  tours,  while  they  have  been  engaged 
more  or  less  during  the  whole  year. 
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Table  (D)  gives  the  reports  of  interments  during  the  year  1845. 

The  commissioner  of  health  has  also  prepared  a  consolidated  report 
of  the  interments  during  the  last  ten  years,  forming  a  very  interesting 
statistical  chart.

No  cases  of  varialoid  have  oc- 
curred in  persons  recently  vaccinated,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
that  had  been  exposed  to  contagion  previous  to  vaccination.  There 
are  now  40  patients  in  the  hospital.

REPORT 

OF    THE 

HEALTH  OFFICER  OF  THE  PORT  OF  BALTIMORE. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 
Gentlemen  : 

In  conformity  to  the  ordinance  relating  to  the  duties  of  the  health 
officer  for  the  port  of  Baltimore,  1  have  the  honor  to  present  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  my  transactions,  both  before  and  during  my  active 
quarantine  duties. 

On  the  24th  of  April  last,  the  city  commissioners  (then  acting  as 
commissioners  of  health)  imparted  to  me  the  information,  that  one  or 
more  cases  of  small  pox  had  made  its  appearance  in  west  Saratoga  near 
Chatsworth  street.  In  my  capacity,  as  consulting  physician  to  the 
board,  I  visited  there,  and  at  my  suggestion  an  order  w^as  immediate- 
ly issued,  requiring  the  vaccine  physician  of  the  ward  to  vaccinate  all 
persons  residing  in  that  neighborhood,  which  was  promptly  and  ener- 
getically complied  with  ;  while  at  the  same  time  all  the  means  of  pu- 
rification were  resorted  to  that  were  deemed  necessary.  Almost  simul- 
taneously with  the  foregoing  case,  the  existence  of  other  cases  in  the 
city,  and  at  a  woollen  factory  within  a  few  miles  of  the  western  limits, 
was  brought  under  my  notice,  and  although  I  instituted  a  thorough  in- 
vestigation with  a  view  of  ascertaining  the  origin  of  the  disease,  and 
the  cause  of  its  introduction  into  the  city,  I  failed  in  obtaining  any 
thing  satisfactory  upon  the  subject. 

On  the  first  day  of  May  I  entered  upon  my  active  quarantine  du- 
ties, and  up  to  the  last  day  of  October,  I  boarded  759  vessels,  viz  : 
123  ships  and  barques — 204  brigs,  432  schooners  and  sloops.

There  have  arrived  during  the  above  period  7156  passengers,  of 
whom  6931  were  foreigners  and  225  citizens  of  the  United  States. 
The  passengers  generally  were  young  and  healthy.  It  was  a  matter 
of  regret,  however,  to  find  in  two  vessels,  a  number  of  old,  infirm  and 
crippled  subjects. 

In  the  months  of  June  and  July  I  had  occasion  to  quarantine  two 
vessels,  in  consequence  of  the  existence  of  the  small  pox  during  their 
voyage,  and  several  cases  being  on  board  at  the  time  of  arrival.  After 
removing  the  sick  to  the  hospital,  and  while  the  vessels  were  detained 
at  quarantine,  the  clothing,  baggage,  &c.,  of  the  passengers  and  crews 
were  subject  to  such  a  course  of  disinfecting  as  the  means  placed  in 
my  power  enabled  me  to  adopt;  and  after  discharging  the  passengers, 
the  vessels  and  cargoes  underwent  a  further  process  of  purification,  so 
as  to  enable  them  to  approach  the  city  with  safety  to  the  community. 
The  first  of  these  vessels  (the  barque  Kron  Prinz)  arrived  on  the  27th 
June,  with  several  cases  on  board.  The  disease  did  not  make  its  ap- 
pearance until  the  vessel  was  forty  days  out.  I  detained  the  vessel 
and  passengers  (after  vaccinating  nearly  all  on  board,  numbering  190) 
some  fifteen  days,  and  up  to  the  period  of  their  discharge  no  new  cases 
occurred.  Nearly  every  one  of  these  manifested  the  peculiar  influence 
of  the  vaccine  virus,  although  they  bore  evidences  of  having  been  pre- 
viously vaccinated,  and  had  in  their  possession  certificates  to  that  ef- 
fect from  physicians  residing  in  the  neighborhood  from  whence  they 
emigrated.  These  facts  are  worthy  of  notice  as  it  evinces  the  prophy- 
lactic power  as  well  as  the  necessity  of  re-vaccination* 

Other  vessels  arrived  at  different  periods  having  this  disease  on 
board,  the  passengers  and  crews  of  which  were  subject  to  the  same 
process  with  a  similar  result. 

A  number  of  vessels  (on  long  voyages)  arrived,  having  ship  fever  on 
board;  suitable  accommodations  near  the  vessels  would  be  of  incalcu- 
lable service.  To  remove  the  sick  a  long  distance  would  be  serious  ;  to 
detain  them  on  board,  certain  death. 

I  beg  respectfully  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  selecting  another  site 
for  quarantine  purposes,  the  one  now  in  use  being  too  near  the  city 
proper,  to  carry  out  the  regulations  necessary  to  the  protection  of  our 
citizens  from  contagious  diseases ;  and  the  present  location  aifords  no 
facility  for  landing  passengers  or  discharging  the  cargoes  of  infected 
vessels.

We  have  the  honor  to  present  the  Annual  Report  in  relation  to  the 
Alms  House  of  Baltimore  city  and  county  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1845.

Of  the  above  amount,  ($16,732  15,)  the  proportion,  $5,639,  was 
expended  during  the  first  two  months  of  the  year  under  the  govern- 
ment of  our  immediate  predecessors  in  office.  Nevertheless,  the 
aggregate  expenses  of  1845  is  less,  by  about  $3000,  than  that  of 
1844,  the  average  number  of  paupers  being  reduced  16.  The  present 
indebtedness  of  the  Institution  is  about  $1,500,  which,  added  to  the 
actual  expenditure  of  1845,  will  amount  to  somewhat  more  than 
$18,000,  the  sum  which  we  think  will  be  required  to  meet  the  city's 
portion  of  expense  in  the  Institution  during  the  year  on  which  we 
are  about  to  enter.  The  Trustees  therefore  ask  an  appropriation  of 
$18,000  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  city  poor  for  the  year  1846. 

Besides  the  indebtedness  for  1844,  above  specified,  which  has  been 
liquidated  during  the  present  year,  the  sum  of  $726  for  improvements 
erected  during  the  previous  year,  and  chargeable  to  the  Calverton  fund, 
has  likewise  been  paid — and  the  following  improvements  have  been 
made  by  the  present  Board,  viz  : — A  well  near  the  dairy,  required  by 
the  spring  becoming  dry  during  the  summer ;  a  mortuary  for  depo- 
siting the  dead  for  a  time  previous  to  burial,  the  building  formerly 
used  for  that  purpose  being  insecurely  constructed,  and  unsuitably 
near  to  the  main  buildings  of  the  Institution;  the  fitting  up  of  the  old 
dead  house  for  a  reception  office  for  paupers  and  vagrants  on  their 
admission,  and  in  part  for  a  cleansing  apartment  where  they  are  pre- 
pared for  transfer  to  the  wards  of  the  house  ;  the  re-building  of  a 
large  portion  of  the  main  yard  wall,  which  fell  shortly  before  the 
present  Trustees  entered  upon  their  duties ;  a  range  of  stone  privies

in  connection  with  the  last  named  ;  and  a  workshop  for  the  accom- 
modation of  the  carpenters,  painters,  tinners,  &c. 

In  compliance  with  an  Ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council, 
the  Trustees  for  the  Poor  selected  such  of  the  insane  poor  of  Balti- 
more city,  as  in  their  opinion  were  most  likely  to  be  improved  by  a 
removal  to  the  Maryland  Hospital,  and  sent  them  to  that  Institution. 
Of  seven  lunatics  thus  transferred,  one  died  of  consumption  ;  one 
was  sent  back  to  the  Alms  House  for  want  of  a  "  suitable  place  for 
her  accommodation  at  the  Hospital ;"  two  continue  stationary  ;  and 
the  remaming  three  are  considered  by  the  physician  of  that  Institution 
improved. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  we  would  state,  that  the  number  of 
lunatics  and  idiots  in  the  Alms  House,  in  proportion  to  the  whole 
number  of  inmates,  is  very  large,  73  of  625  inmates  being  of  this 
class  ;  and  such  is  likely  to  remain  the  fact  so  long  as  human  nature 
continues  so  constituted  as  to  desire  to  rid  itself  of  the  trouble,  and 
avoid  the  supposed  shame  of  association  with  these  unfortunates. 
And  being  generally  of  sound  physical  health,  and  little  likelihood  of 
restoration  to  sanity,  their  reception  into  the  Institution  entails  upon 
the  city  and  county,  a  long  enduring  tax  for  their  support.  Just  as 
it  is  admitted  to  be,  and  willing  as  our  fellow  citizens  are,  to  defray 
the  expense  of  supporting  and  improving,  if  possible  by  increased 
expenditure,  the  condition  of  all  such  as  possess  a  claim  founded  on 
birth,  or  legal  residence  among  us,  yet  we  are  of  opinion  that  a  proper 
consideration  of  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  tax-payers  of  Balti- 
more city  and  county,  requires  that  in  making  appropriations  for 
improving  the  condition  of  the  insane,  without  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland  enacting  laws  of  settlement,  and  making  the  various 
counties  of  the  State  liable  for  the  support  of  their  own  paupers,  due 
reference  should  be  had  to  the  fact,  that  in  proportion  to  the  liberality 
of  such  appropriations  and  the  increased  provision  made  for  that  class 
of  persons,  will  be  the  impositions  practised  upon  Baltimore  city  and 
county,  the  number  of  insane  sent  to  their  Alms  House  from  distant 
places,  and  the  still  growing  necessity  for  enlarged  expenditure. 
Such  has  been  the  case  in  other  States  where  liberal  appropriations 
have  been  made  by  corporate  authorities,  by  individual  endowments, 
and  bequests,  for  the  erection  and  support  of  Lunatic  Hospitals  for 
local  purposes.  And  such,  even  v/ith  the  defective  arrangements  of 
our  Alms  House  for  the  purposes  of  a  Lunatic  Asylum,  is,  to  a  more 
limited  extent  the  fact  here.  It  is  not  uncommon  for  lunatic,  and 
other  paupers,  to  be  sent  from  other  places  to  this  city,  and  as  we 
have  ascertained,  in  some  instances,  their  expenses  were  paid  to  Bal- 
timore by  public  authorities  of  the  places  whence  they  came. 

We  are  not  among  those  who  would  oppose  the  adoption  of  the 
present  highly  improved  method  of  treating  the  insane,  nor  would  we 
have  its  advantages  restricted  to  the  few,  and  the  wealthy  :  We 
would  rejoice  to  see  the  poor  as  well  as  the  rich,  the  many  as  well  as 
the  few,  the   recipients  of  its   blessings.     But  we  think  it  an  object 
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■worthy  of  State  bounty,  and  that  if  the  happy  results  are  to  be  enjoyed 
by  the  afflicted  of  the  State  at  large,  the  people  of  the  State  should 
defray  the  expense,  and  that  Baltimore  city  and  county  should  not 
be  burthened  by  taxation,  unreasonable  in  amount,  and  beyond  their 
willingness  and  endurance,  and  thus  have  impaired  their  ability  to 
relieve  the  sufferings  of  their  own  poor  and  afflicted.  And  surely  if 
the  State  of  Maryland  should  decline  to  engage  in  this  work  of  charity, 
she  cannot  hesitate  to  acknowledge  the  right  of  the  pauper  resident 
at  least  to  public  support — she  surely  will  not  refuse,  to  adopt,  in 
imitation  of  other  States  of  the  confederacy,  such  laws  of  settle- 
ment, as  will  bind  each  county  for  the  maintenance  of  its  own  poor. 
Such  enactments  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature,  whilst  it  would 
evince  an  equitable  regard  for  the  rights  of  all,  would  secure  to  each 
part  of  the  State  freedom  to  pursue  its  own  plans  of  philanthropy 
unhindered  by  the  fraudulent  imposition  of  others.  We  would  re- 
spectfully suggest  the  propriety  of  seeking  legislative  action  on  this 
subject. 

The  trustees  would  also  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  public 
authorities  to  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  relating  to  the  poor  of 
Baltimore  county,  section  11,  chap.  30,  November  session,  1773, 
which  requires  that  the  trustees  shall  erect  buildings  and  "  shall  appro- 
priate one  part  thereof,  to  be  called  the  Alms  House,  to  and  for  the 
reception  and  lodging  of  the  poor  of  the  said  county,  and  another 
part  or  parts  thereof,  to  be  called  the  Work- House,  to  and  for  the 
reception  and  lodging  of  all  such  vagrants,  beggars,  vagabonds,  and 
other  offenders,  as  shall  be  committed  in  virtue  of  this  act." 

And  further  to  an  act  of  December  session,  1816,  chap.  201,  sect. 
2,  which  enacts  that  the  justices  of  the  Levy  Court  for  Baltimore 
county  be  authorised  and  empowered  to  purchase  300  acres  of  land 
upon  which  to  erect  "  a  poor-house,  and  a  separate  place  for  the  recep- 
tion of  vagrants  of  said  county." 

And  also  to  the  act  incorporating  the  trustees  for  the  poor  of  Bal- 
timore city  and  county,  chap.  167,  sect.  3,  Dec.  session,  1822 — 
which  enacts  "  That  all  the  powers,  authorities,  rights,  and  privi- 
leges, which  were  granted  to,  or  vested,  in  the  trustees,  for  the  poor 
of  Baltimore  county,  by  an  Act  of  Assembly  passed  at  November 
session,  1773,  entitled  an  act  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  within  the 
county  of  Baltimore,  and  also  all  the  powers,  authorities,  rights,  duties, 
and  privileges,  vested  in  the  justices  of  the  Levy  Court  of  Baltimore 
county  in  respect  to  the  said  lands,  the  poor-house,  work-house,  and 
poor  of  Baltimore  county,  and  afterwards  transferred  to  and  vested  in, 
or  granted  to  the  trustees  of  the  poor  house  of  Baltimore  county,  and 
all  the  lands,  &c.,  now  vested  in  or  held  by  the  trustees  of  the  poor- 
house  of  Baltimore  county,  or  to  which  they  are  entitled,  shall  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  transferred  to  and  vested  in  ''  the  trustees  for  the 
poor  of  Baltimore  city  and  county,"  incorporated  by  this  act." 

And  by  the  4th  section  of  the  same  act  it  is  enacted  that  the  said 
trustees  of  the  poor  of  Baltimore  city   and  county  "  shall  prescribe, 
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provide  for,  and  direct  all  matters  relating  to  the  support,  treatment, 
and  employment  of  all  paupers,  vagrants,  and  other  persons  whatever, 
in  the  poor-house,  and  work-house^  &c." 

From  all  which  it  will  be  seen  that,  from  the  foundation  of  this 
Institution,  down  to  the  most  recent  legislative  enactments  in  relation 
thereto,  the  propriety  and  purpose  of  keeping  separate  the  poor,  and 
the  vagrant,  was  kept  steadily  in  view.  The  language  of  the  law  is 
clear  and  explicit,  and  demonstrates,  what  we  all  feel  the  truth  of, 
that  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  acting  upon  the  suggestions 
of  the  benevolent  citizens  interested,  could  not  recognize  the  justice, 
or  the  expediency,  of  mingling  the  respectable  poor,  with  the  worth- 
less— the  unhappy  sufferer  from  natural  infirmity,  disease,  and  want, 
with  **  offenders,  vagrants,  and  vagabonds." 

The  board  of  trustees  regarding  the  imperativeness  of  the  law,  and 
solicitous  to  perform  faithfully  the  duties  entrusted  to  them,  could  not 
rest  content  to  abide  existing  regulations  in  regard  to  paupers  and 
vagrants,  without  an  effort  to  remedy  the  evil,  and  repair  the  injustice 
of  an  indiscriminate  association,  which,  we  learn,  has  been  tolerated 
to  the  present  time,  no  separate  buildings  having  been  provided  in 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  law  ;  and  the  unfortunate,  the 
afflicted,  and  the  innocent,  being  thus  thrown  into  relation  with  the 
abandoned,  the  profligate,  the  vagabond,  and  the  criminal,  —thus 
degrading  the  deserving  recipients  of  public  charity,  and  creating,  in 
many  cases,  an  insuperable  aversion  to  avail  of  its  bounties,  whilst  it 
offers  a  premium  to  worthlessness,  vice,  and  vagrancy,  in  the  equal 
privileges,  and  participation  in  the  ample 'provision  for  the  comfort  of 
the  more  virtuous  and  worthy — at  the  same  time  affording  to  the 
vagrant  a  facility  for  eloping,  which,  as  at  present  arranged,  the  Insti- 
tution possesses  no  sufficient  means  of  preventing.  A  committee 
therefore  was  "appointed  to  inquire  into  the  propriety  of  erecting 
suitable  buildings  on  the  Alms  house  property  for  the  confinement 
and  labor  of  vagrants  and  others,  committed  to  the  Alms  house,  in 
compliance  with  existing  legislative  enactments  ;  or  of  recommending 
a  repeal  of  said  enactments  with  a  view  to  the  providing  elsewhere  a 
work-house,  or  house  of  correction." 

The  investigation  of  said  committee  resulted  in  the  ascertainment 
of  the  fact,  that  in  Boston,  New  York,  and  Philadelphia,  so  strong 
has  been  the  conviction  that  it  is  neither  humane,  just,  nor  expedient, 
to  mingle  the  unfortunate  poor,  and  afflicted,  with  the  depraved,  and 
vagabond,  as  to  have  led  to  the  erection  of  distinct  and  separate 
buildings,  and  to  the  adoption  of  a  different  system  of  government  for 
these  two  classes  of  persons.  In  the  belief  of  the  impropriety  of 
association  we  entertain  similar  views,  but  in  the  adoption  of  mea- 
sures to  remedy  the  evils  they  have  preceded  us,  having  been  actively 
engaged  in  maturing  plans,  by  w^hich,  at  the  same  time  that  they 
would  be  enabled  to  afford  appropriate  relief  to  the  unfortunate  and 
deserving,  it  would  be  in  their  power  to  administer  corrective  justice, 
tempered  by  benevolence  to  the  depraved  and  worthless. 
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We  are  not  prepared,  however,  to  express  a  full  approbation  of  all  j 
that  relates  to  their  system  as  at  present  in  operation ;  for,  however 
unfit  the  association  of  respectability  and  misfortune,  with  worthless- 
ness  and  drunkenness,  yet  the  latter,  free  from  taint  of  crime,  cer- 
tainly should  not  be  forced  into  communion  with  those  guilty  of  even 
grave  offences  against  the  laws,  as  is  the  case  both  in  Boston  and 
New  York.  Vagrancy,  mendicity,  and  habitual  intemperance,  bad  in 
themselves,  and  deserving  of  restraint  and  penal  infliction,  cannot  be 
recognized  as  equaling  in  w^ickedness,  nor  are  they  likely  to  be  cured 
by  intercourse  with  deep  depravity,  and  crime.  ISor  should  it  be  for- 
gotten that  a  sense  of  harsh  and  unjust  punishment,  often  converts 
conscious  error,  and  the  disposition  to  reform,  into  hatred,  perversity, 
and  revenge,  feelings  too  well  calculated  to  favor  increased  evil  and 
depravity.  Such  is  a  result,  which,  we  fear,  must  to  some  extent 
occur  from  the  defective  classification  of  the  inmates  of  the  house  of 
correction  of  Boston,  and  the  city  penitentiary  of  New  York. 

Nor  can  we  approve  the  regulation  adopted  in  Philadelphia,  of  com- 
mitting vagrants  to  the  Moyamensing  prison,  there  to  remain  unem- 
ployed. Idleness  is  already  their  besetting  sin,  and  leads  to  numerous 
more  positive  evils.  It  is  a  habit  to  be  overcome  if  worse  consequen- 
ces are  to  be  prevented — and  it  is  most  likely  to  be  arrested  by  that 
sense  of  happiness  and  content,  that  consciousness  of  fulfilling  a  use- 
ful destiny,  which  flow  from  constant  and  honest  occupation.  Nor 
should  they  be  permitted  to  remain  in  confinement  a  burthen  to  the 
worthy  and  industrious  citizen.  A  sound  maxim  of  political  econo- 
my is,  that,  every  individual  shall  contribute  to  the  extent  of  his  abil- 
ity to  his  own  support.  If  he  should  fail  so  to  do,  and  should  by  idle- 
ness or  intemperance,  become  a  dependent  on  the  public,  government 
should  exact  of  him  proper  industry,  and  not  doing  so,  it  falls  short  of 
its  own  just  objects,  and  oppresses  the  community  it  is  created  to  pro- 
tect. 

What  has  been  above  stated  in  relation  to  the  system  of  confining 
vagrants  in  the  before  mentioned  cities,  does  not  apply  to  vagrants 
still  in  their  minority.  These  are  not  dealt  with  as  are  adults,  but  are 
sent  to  Houses  of  Reformation  for  juveniles,  w^hich  have  been,  it  is 
said  by  their  managers,  in  useful  operation  for  many  years  ;  and  which, 
whatever  may  prove  to  be  the  actual  practical  results  of  the  system 
upon  a  critical  examination,  seem  to  present  a  rational  theory ;  and  on 
a  cursory  inspection  of  their  general  economy,  their  arrangements,  dis- 
cipline, and  working,  appear  to  be  doing  some  good  ;  yet  we  would 
by  no  means  commit  ourselves  to  the  opinion,  that  they  are  the  indis- 
pensable, and  best  means  of  promoting  the  interests  of  this  class  of 
the  community. 

We  cannot' perceive  that  any  advantage  would  accrue  from  a  repeal 
of  the  law  requiring  a  commitment  of  vagrants  to  the  alms  house,  if 
suitable  provision  be  made  for  the  classification  of  the  inmates  of  the 
house,  and  for  the  detention  and  occupation  of  vagrants  during  the 
term  of  their  commitment.  The  city  of  Baltimore  particularly,  must 
have  some  suitable  place  of  confinement  for  such  persons  ;  and  the

expense  of  providing  such  elsewhere,  with  a  separate  organization, 
outfit,  executive  officers,  &c.,  would  be  much  greater  than  the  cost  of 
such  additional  buildings,  and  enclosure,  adapted  to  the  required  pur- 
pose on  the  present  alms  house  premises. 

The  unwillingness  of  the  county  to  incur  any  portion  of  the  ex- 
pense of  erecting  buildings  for  such  purpose,  would  probably  prove 
no  obstacle  to  its  accomplishment,  should  their  erection  be  deemed  de- 
sirable by  the  city.  The  county  stands  in  no  pressing  need  of  such 
an  improvement,  her  vagrants  being  but  few  in  number,  and  not  of  the 
wretched  character  of  those  committed  from  the  city.  And  as  to  the 
question  of  mutual  proprietorship  of  all  buildings  on  the  Calverton 
lands,  it  is  not  doubted  should  such  continue,  that  the  county  \vould 
cheerfully  concur  in  such  an  arrangement,  as  would  secure  to  the  city 
of  Baltimore  the  ow^nership  of  all  buildings  erected  with  the  consent 
of  the  former,  at  the  expense  of  the  city  ^—especially  when  it  is  consi- 
dered that  the  county,  mutually  w^ith  the  city,  is  interested  in  the  se- 
paration of  the  worthless  from  its  own  deserving  poor ;  and  likewise 
that  its  own  limited  number  of  vagrants,  may,  by  arrangement,  be 
more  appropriately  accommodated  in  the  work  house. 

As  the  execution  of  any  plan  for  the  separation  of  the  paupers  and 
vagrants,  would  of  necessity  have  been  attended  by  considerable  pe- 
cuniary outlay,  the  trustees  have  been  unwilling  to  proceed  to  the  ac- 
complishment of  that  object,  without  referring  the  subject  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  to  the 
County  Commissioners.  It  is  our  duty  to  state  the  impossibility  of 
complying  with  existing  legislative  enactments  relative  to  the  confine- 
ment and  employment  of  "offenders,  vagrants,  and  vagabonds,"  com- 
mitted to  the  Alms  house;  and  to  represent  the  injustice,  and  inexpe- 
diency, of  associating  the  unfortunate  and  deserving  poor  with  such — 
the  propriety  of  classifying  the  inmates,  and  separating  the  unfortu- 
nate sufferer  from  infirmity,  disease,  and  w^ant,  from  the  worthless  and 
undeserving — and  the  propriety  of  erecting  additional  buildings  suita- 
ble to  the  objects  designed;  or,  in  view  of  the  impossibility  of  execu- 
ting the  laws  relating  to  vagrants,  to  solicit  such  action  of  the  city 
and  county  authorities,  as  will  secure  their  repeal,  that  the  board  of 
trustees  may  not  seem  to  occupy  the  position  of  disregarding  existing 
legislative  enactments  on  this  subject. 

In  conclusion  we  refer  to  the  accompanying  tables  marked  from  A 
to  M  inclusive,  for  detailed  information  relative  to  various  matters  of 
interest  connected  with  the  institution  ;  and  in  justice  to  the  executive 
officers  of  the  house  we  would  merely  add,  that  their  various  duties 
have  been  performed  with  ability  and  fidelity.
